REBELS MUST GIVE UP. 


Victory Gained Last Sunday to 
Be Followed by Prompt 
Work Against the 
Insurgents. 


DEWEY’S WORK AT MANILA. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Spectal.]— 
lloilo is now being bombarded by a portion 
of Admiral Dewey’s fleet unless the natives 
have surrendered on the demand made by 
General Miller, who is in command there. 

General Otis advised Secretary Alger he 
had sent the First Tennessee Infantry to re- 
inforce General Miller, and the commanding 
officer of that organization carried instruc- 
tions to him to demand the evacuation of 
Iloilo by 9 o’clock Friday morning. 

If this demand was not complied with im- 
mediately the instructions were to begin the 
bombardment of Iloilo, and continue it until 
the rebels ran up the white flag. 

The navy will, of course, codperate with 
the army, which will simplify to a consider- 
able degree the work now iaid out for the 
two branches of the service, and it will cover 
the landing of the troops. J 

The Boston, Baltimore, and Petrel are now 
at Iloilo, and if the rebels are indiscrete 
enough to refuse to lay down their arms the 
heavy guns of these ships will be turned 
upon them and followed up by the troups, 
who have been lying in the harbor for some 
time past. 

The Baltimore’s main battery consists of 
four eight-inch and six six-inch breech load- 
ing rifles, and its secondary battery of four 
six-pound rapid fire guns, two three-pound- 
ers, and several other guns of a smaller 
caliber. 

The Boston’s main battery consists of only 
two eight-inch and six six-inch breech loaGd- 
ing rifles, and the secondary battery of two 
six-pound rapid fire guns, two three-pound- 
érs, and eleven other guns of smziier caliber. 

The Petrel has a main battery of four six- 
inch breech loading rifles, and a secondary 
battery of two three-pound rapid fire guns, 
besides five other guns of a smaller caliber. 


Following Up Sunday’s Victory. 

In view of the success which attended the 
action of the American forces at Manila 
last Saturday and Sunday General Otis de- 
cided to reduce Iloilo at once and have the 
unpleasant duty over. 

Army officers here say he is pursuing the 
proper course in following up his victory 
at the beginning of the week to keep the 
insurgents in Manila and Iloilo on the run, 
and in this way drive all thoughts of renew- 
ing the conflict from their heads. 

General Miller now has a force of con- 
siderable size, and with the regiment which 
was sent to reinforce him today his force 
consists of the First Tennessee with about 
1200 men, the Eighteenth Infantry with 
1,150 men, and Battery G, Sixth Artillery, 
160 men. 

While this force is not nearly so large as 
that of the rebels, who are strongly in- 
trenched in the city, the difference in num- 
bers is more than equalized by the naval 
force, which has done such effective work’ 
even in land operations. 

Naval officers who have been to Iloilo say 
there will be no difficulty in taking the city, 
as it is situated on a river which is deep 
enough for ships of fifteen feet draft to 
enter. t 

The town of Iloilo stands on a low, sandy 
flat on the right bank of the Iloilo River. 
At the end of the flat is a spit on which a 
fort is built. Vessels of fifteen feet draft 
can ascend the river @ short distance and 
lie alongside the wharves which communi- 
eate with the merchant houses, but vessels 
of a greater draft must anchor outside, near 


the spit. 
Entire City in Easy Range. 

The Petrel, which draws only twelve feet 
of water, can pass up the river, but the 
Baltimore draws nineteen feet and the Bos- 
ton sixteen feet, and they will be unable to 
get ‘up. But the two larger ships will be 
able to drop their heaviest shells into the 
heart of the city and do as effective work 
as if they could approach nearer the city. 

Before the Petrel can enter the Iloilo 
River, however, it will be necessary to si- 
‘Yence the fort at its entrance, and this will 
probably be the first work the navy will have 
to perform. 
Latest reports from Iloilo say the armed 
Natives have been pouring into that city 
for several days past, and fully 2,000 sol- 


@iers, armed with Remington and Mauser 


rifles, have taken possession of the govern- 
Ment buildings and churches. Ammunition 
in large quantities is being brought from 
Malolos, and the natives are apparently 
Making preparations for a stout resistance. 
Outside the city there are 10,000 mixed 
hatives, armed with knives and spears, who 
are anxious to enter the city and participate 
in the engagement, which is probably in 
progress. 
_ From these advices it is believed the na- 
tives will refuse to surrender when General 
Miller delivers his ultimatum, and when 
the engagement is ended it will be a repeti- 
tion of the terrible slaughter at Manila, 
and result in the utter rout of the rebels. 
The next cable from General Otis will prob- 
ably bring news of another brilliant victory 
the American arms. 
It is hardly possible anything will be 
rd from General Miller before Sunday.

All is quiet here today. The Filipinos are 
lying low, except on the extreme left and 
right. They are evidently concentraung 
between Caloocan and Malabon. Judging 
from appearances, the Filipinos are being 
reinforced by better drilled men from the 
northern provinces. In front of Caloocan 
they are as thick as a swarm of bees. 

The American troops feel the heat at 
midday in the open, but they are anxious to 
proceed. The soldiers are impatient of re- 
straint while in sight of the enemy. 

The Filipinos are still intrenching them- 
selves on the left of Caloocan. 

Sergeant Major Smith of the Tennessees 
has been ordered to proceed to the United 
States by the next transport as an escort 
of the remains of Colonel William C. Smith 
of the First Tennessee Volunteers, who died 
of apoplexy during the recent battle with 
the Filipinos.

‘Insurgent Leader in an Ugly 
Mood Weeks Ago. 


Vancouver,. B. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
steamer Esmeralda, leaving Manila Jan. 10, 
arrived at Hongkong Jan. 16. Passengers 
said that on the 10th Aguinaldo had issued 
his twelfth and last proclamation, which 
amounted to an ultimatum. In effect it 
gives the Americans three days to make up 
their minds what to do—“ get out or fight.”’ 

In consequence of this ultimatum, Euro- 
peans living in the outskirts moved into the 
city, and General Otis quickly prepared for 
the worst. 

Aguinaldo is said to favor peace at any 
price. His followers have not been paid for 
three months and they demanded from 
Aguinaldo immediate payment or the loot 
of Manila. Having no money to pay them, 
the soldiers got beyond the control of their 
commander. 

An American citizen on the Esmeralda 
said: 

‘“‘On Wednesday, Jan. 10, the American 
soldiers were lolling.about In their aimless 
way, having the appearance of men on 
whose hands time hangs heavily. The 
streets were crowded and business was in 
full swing, but every one’s nerves seemed 
to be on edge, as if disaster was imminent 
and anticipated. 

** All at once a great crowd came rushing 
down the road. I heard the bugle sound 
sharply in a dozen places, calling the sol- 
diers to quarters, and in five minutes nota 
boy in blue could be seen on the Escolta.

EXPECT NO OUTSIDE HELP. 


Agoncillo Says the Filipinos Do Not 
Count on the Assistance of Japan 
at Present. 


Montreal, Que., Feb. 9.—Agoncillo has re- 
ceived several cablegrams and sent several, 
but direct news from Aguinaldo has not yet 
come. Agoncillo says he is‘as yet entirely 
unable to say what he will do. “ At pres- 
Says, are in communication 
with seven different points by cable and wire, 
and there will be ManV’ more. for we cannot 
carry on a war like this without having 
agents all over. 

“We do not rely on assistance from the 
Japanese for the present,’’ he replied in an- 
swer to an inquiry. ‘*‘We have made no 
overtures to them, and they have not made 
any suggestions to us.’’ 

When asked if he expected his other Fil- 
ipino friends from Washington, he replied 
that they would remain in Washington until 
they were ordered out. 

When Agoncillo arrived he asserted the 
sole purpose of his visit was to establish 
cable communication with his chief, Aguin- 
aldo. 

**On Friday last,’ he said, “‘ I received a 
cablegram from Aguinaldo instructing me 
‘to cable immediately to him the result of 
the vote on the ratification of the treaty in 
the Senate. He desired this information so

cated already in THE 
TRIBUNE, it is a bulky document, which 
would take about five pages of THE TRIBUNE 
to print in full. Besides the report itself 
there are several thousand pages of testi- 
mony, so that the whole volume will be 
an exceedingly bulky one—even in the ordli- 
nary government print. The members of the 
commission say their report !s not a white- 
wash, but contains many criticisms of the 
internal management of the War depart- 
ment. 

On the main question, that of the rations 
furnished the soldiers, it is found they were 
generally good and of the ordinary market 
grades of the different articles, including 
beef. The commission wili criticise freely 
the establishment of camps which were not 
properly prepared for occupation by troops 
and which, in several instances, were posi- 
tively unhealthy. On the whole the Com- 
missary and Quartermaster departments of 
the army are commended for good werk in 
view of the fact that the country had a 
policy which necessarily rendered it unpre- 
pared for war. The Medical department 
comes in for the worst scoring, but this con- 
cerns antiquated and red tape methods rath- 
er than men. Taken as a whole the report 
does not suggest the necessity for court- 
martial, but does make specific recommen- 
dations as to the correction of bad methods 
of administration.

It is an instructive fact to notice that 
Louisiana, a Southern State, with a popula- 
tion less than a third of that of Illinois, has 
received appropriations of $6,137,554, and 
Missouri, which has more than a, million 
less people than Illinois, has received over 
one million dollars more in appropriations. 
Members of the House who recall the fact

CHICAGO PHYSICIAN PASSES 
AWAY OF HEART DISEASE. 


Expires Just Before Midnight, After a 
Day of Activity, During Which There 
Are No Premonitions of the End So 
Near at Hand—Prominently Identi- 
fied with Rush Medical College for 
Years—Makes a Specialty of Gyne- 
cology—Tribute of Dr. Ingals. | 


Dr. James H. Etheridge, one of Chicago's 
oldest practicing physicians and professor 
of gynecology at Rush Medical College, 
died suddenly at his residence, 1634 
Michigan avenue, shortly before last 
midnight. An aneurism of the heart 
was the cause of death. Dr. Etheridge 
had retired for the night when stricken, and 
though his physician, Dr. E. Fletcher 
Ingals, was summoned at once, together 
with Dr. E. J. Doring and Dr. E. R. Ogden, 
he was dead when they arrived. His wife 
and two daughters were with him when he 
expired. 

Dr. Etheridge noticed the first signs of the 
disease which caused his death some months 
ago. At once he consulted Dr. Ingals. As 
he was anxious not to alarm his family the 
fact of his suffering was kept a secret by 
the doctor and his adviser. 

The doctor apparently was in excellent 
health up to the time he retired to bed last 
night. He had not missed a day in his col- 
lege work for years. During yesterday 
afternoon he was down-town and attended 
to his business as usual, and apparently 
was perfectly well. 


Career of Dr. Etheridge. 

James Henry Etheridge twas born at Bt. 
Johnsville, N. Y., on March 20, 1844. His 
father was a physician and surgeon and 
served in a Minnesota volunteer regiment 
during the civil war, dying in 1871. His an- 
cestors were of New England stock. From 
his boyhood Dr. Etheridge determined to 
study medicine. He received his early edu- 
cation in New York State and was ready to 
enter the junior literary class at Harvard at 
the outbreak of the war. His father’s ab- 
sence, however, compelled a change of plans. 
He came to Chicago and took up the study 
of medicine in Rush Medical College. He 
graduated from this institution with the 
class of 1869. For two years he practiced 
his profession in Evanston. Then he started 
on a tour of Europe, where he spent two 
years. Returning to America in 1871, he 
took up his permanent residence in Chicago. 
For two yeirs thereafter he was a lecturer 
on materia medica and therapeutics and 
medical jurisprudence at Rush. He was 
then called to a regular professorship, occu- 
pying successively the chairs of materia 
medica, therapeutics, medical jurisprudence, 
gynecology, and obstetrics and gynecology. 


He Selects a Specialty. 

Dr. Etheridge followed a general practice 
until 1891. Since then he has made a spe- 
cialty of gynecology, or the diseases of wom- 
en. He was one of the gynecologists of the 
Presbyterian Hospital and of the Central 
Free Dispensary, as well as of the Chicago 
Policlinic Hospital. He also was connected 
at different times with the staffs of the 
Woman's Hospital and of St. Joseph's and 
St. Luke’s. 

Dr. Etheridge was an occasional contrib- 
utor to the medical journals. 
member of the Chicago Medical society, the 
Chicago Medico-Legal society, and the 
Gynecological sotiety. He Was President 
of the last named in 1890. Among the other 
organizations of his profession with which 
Dr. Etheridge was identified are the Illinois 
State Medical society, the American Medical 
association, the American Gynecological 
society, the International Medical congress, 
and of the International Congress of Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecologists. Dr. Eth- 
eridge was President of the Chicago Medical 
society during 1887. 

Dr. Etheridge had a wide circle of friends 
both in his profession and in private life. 
He was a man of commanding presence and 
polish and popular with al! with whom he 
came in contact. 

Dr. Etheridge married Miss Harriet Eliza- 
beth Powers, the daughter of Herman G. 
Powers, who, with two daughters, survives 
him. He was a member of the Presbyterian 
Church, and, though never active in politics, 
was a Republican. 

During the two years that Dr. Etheridge 
spent in Europe he studied under the best 
professors, and, after his return to America, 
kept up his researches. While reading med- 
icine with his father after the war he also 
took a course of lectures at the University 
of Michigan, as well as two courses at the 
Rush Medical College. In Europe he visited 
all the leading hospitals, and in every way 
fitted himself for his Hfe’s work. Dr. Ether- 
idge’s down-town office was in the Venetian 
Building. 

Besides his chair in the college Dr. Eth- 
eridge was also secretary of the faculty. - 


Tribute of Dr. Ingals. °. 

Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals, who was Dr. Eth- 
eridge’s physician as well as a friend of 
many years, reached his side too late to be 
of any assistance. 

‘“* My acquaintance with Dr. Etheridge be- 
gan nearly thirty years ago,”’ said he early 
this morning at the Etheridge residence. 
‘* He some time ago detected the first symp- 
toms of the disease which has caused his 
death, but was anxious not to disclose the 
fact to his family. Dr. Etheridge was con- 
nected with Rush Medical College, of which 
he was an alumnus, for many years, and was 
widely known in his profession as a man 
of rich attainments. 

** Personally he was a most attractive man, 
while his deep learning and the care he de- 
voted to his chosen calling made him widely 
respected among medical men generally. 
The attack tonight was extremely sudden. 
He was dead before any of the physicians 
summoned could reach the house. He was 
fully aware of the natureof his disease. He 
was a member of many medical organiza- 
tions and of the Union League club... He was 
a cherished friend of hundreds of Chicago 


people.’’

TRAIN CRASHES INTO TROLLEY. 


‘Northwestern Engine Wrecks an Elston

The low temperature records of the 
Weather bureau were ail but smashed in 
Chicago yesterday morning, when the ther- 


21 degrees below zerd. Thé extreme drop 
of the mercury occufred at 8 o’cléck in the 
morning, when it was felt by more people 
than at any other hour that could have been 
selected. The 21 degrees below zero is the 
coldest for twenty-six years. In 1872 the 
record made was 23 degrees below. 

Earlier risers and even the more leisurely 
class, who are able to breakfast at 9 a. m., 
did not fare much better, however, for the 
temperature hung around 20 degrees “* be- 
low ’’ from 3 in the morning until 7, anda 
rise of only 3 degrees was all the brighest 
sunshine seen in weeks .could effect by 10 


o'clock. 
Still Cold Today. 

Those who telephoned the Weather bureau 
in the evening in the hope of learning that 
a gentle zephyr of spring was about to 
swoop down on the cold wave and chase it 
into the Atlantic Ocean were disappointed. 
They were told it would be dangerous to 
leave windows open wide for purposes of 
ventilation, and water pipes would be dam- 
aged unless protected, as the thermometer 
was expected to reach between 16 and 18 
degrees below zero before this morning. 

Helena, Mont., and Denver, Colo., sent ous 
the message on which is based the predic- 
tion of gradual improvenrent of meteorolog- 
ical conditions. Helena enjoyed the compara- 
tively summer temperature of 30 degrees 
above zero, and Denver smiled with 10 above, 
while other stations reported temperature 
readings as low as 50.

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Steamer Iowa Safe. 

The fears felt in the morning for the 
safety of the crew of nearly fifty men and 
twelve passengers aboard the Goodrich 
liner Iowa were happily not realized. The 
Iowa, which had disappeared in the foglike 
steam shrouding Lake Michigan while buf- 
feting a windrow of ice off Grosse Point, 
‘was sighted off Racine, Wis., at 5:30 o’clock 
In the afternoon. The vessel put into Ra- 
cine, and Captain Stines held it in port until 
8 o'clock, when he resumed his journey to 
Milwaukee. 

The Iowa kept its course stanchly until 
when eighteen miles off Fort Sheridan, 
where the ice floe stopped the propeller, and 
the winter carrier was brought to a stand- 
still. The tug Arctic and the companion to 
the Iowa, the Georgia, Captain Carus, which 
left at 11 o’clock yesterday morning to coast 
up the west shore to Milwaukee and render 
the Iowa assistance, if need be, sighted the 
steamer in nearly the same position it had 
been in for twenty-four hours, and helped it 
to escape from the floe. The ice was driven 
out into. the lake by the prevailing west 
wind. This had cleared a passage for the 
Georgia long before it released the Iowa. 

‘The. passengers appeared to have taken 
their imprisonment in the ice in good humor, 


“pending their time in dancing and playing 


cards, having been assured by Captain 
Stines that the boat was in no danger as 
there was no sea. 

Relief to the Crib. > 


The tug Morford, which started at 9:40 
o’clock in the morning with provisions for 
the reHef of the Sixty-eighth street crib, 
had a narrow escape from being crushed in 
the ice pack. When the tug reached the 
crib Captain Smith discovered it had five 
feet of water in the hold and a hole stove 
in its side. The coal was shifted to the 
opposite side and the tug was prevented 
from sinking.

News of the accident to the Morford caused 
great alarm for the safety of the crew and 
the newspaper men who braved the icy 
winds and the crunch of the drifting ice 
fields to carry succor to the imprisoned crib 
employés, but the telephone quickly an- 
nounced all were safe and had plenty of food.

PROMPT RELIEF TO THE NEEDY. 


‘Police, Associated Charities, and Aid 


Beciety Find Scores Without 
Food and Fuel. 


Hundreds of cold and hungry families, 


._ Many of them absolutely destitute of food 


or fuel, were given temporary relief yester- 

‘day through the Police department, the 
Bureau of Associated Charities, and the 
Chicago Helief and Aid society. In every 
police station there were calls for help from 

‘families who had refrained from asking aid 
until starvation and freezing stared them in 
the face. Many of these cases of destitution 
were so pitiful the police sent aid without 
the usual] formal invéstigation. 

- In the garret at 221 Cleaver street the po- 
lice found Mrs. Anna Kanatz, 55 years old, 
helpless in bed from rheumatism and with- 

‘out food or fuel. 

Mrs. Stanley Geleski, 183 Cleaver street, 

- was found with five children and no food. 
Her husband died at the County Hospital 
two days ago and she has no money with 

which to bury him. 

‘" ‘Themas H. Loncal, 1166 South Oakley ave- 

‘nue, his wife, and two small children were 
found without food, fuel, or shocs. Loncal 
has been sick and out of employment for 
two years. His wife earned $3 a week wash- 
ing until she was taken ill. . 

Eighty-four cases of destitution were given 
help by the police, and fifty-four cases wre 

‘investigated. Secretary Campbell of the 
Police department paid out $425 during the 
day for food and fuel, which was distributed 
through the stations. Most of the moncy 
came from Mayor Harrison’s office, where 
it had been sent to be distributed. About 
$285 was donated to the police during the 
day by citizens. 

_ Mayor Harrison’s office was besieged by 
‘@pplicants, whose cases were either turned 
over to the Police department for investiga- 
tion or referred to the organized charities. 

Heaton Owsley, brother-in-law of Maycr 
' Harrison, opened the old Times Building for 
the free use of lodgers. 

Mayor Harrison recéived a second letter 


from Secretary Bicknell of the Bureau of 


Associated G@harities, protesting against 
what the letter characterizes as the “ in- 
discriminate charity ’’ being administered by 
the Police department. ‘“‘ The trouble with 
Mr. Bicknell, with all respect for his ability 
as an investigator,’’ the Mayor said, “‘ is that 
he thinks there is time to investigate every 
case before charity should begin."’ 

Appeals for coal and food came thick and 
fast to the office of the Associated Chari- 

_ ties in the Masonic Temple. At frequent in- 
tervals thinly clad women found their way 
to Secretary Bicknell’s office and told stories 
of suffering from cold and hunger, which 
were promptly investigated, and generally 
found to be worse than represented. Most 

_ of the appeals came from persons who 
were plainly ashamed to have their destitu- 
tion known, and as far as possible names 
were suppressed by the bureau officials. 
Contributions for the day were $275. 

Mrs. Julia Hynes, 600 West Ohio street, 

was discovered in a destitute condition, with 
eight small grandchildren depending on 
her for food. Three of the children were {)! 
with diphtheria, another apparently was 
suffering from scarlet fever, and the entire 
nine persons were being sheltered in an old 
structure little better than a barn.

STEAMER IOWA. IN .PORT.. 


ARRIVES AT MILWAUKEE AFTER A 
TERRIFIC BATTLE WITH ICE. 


Shortage of Coal Adds to the Discom- 
fort and Peril of the Voyage—Three 
Members of the Crew Have Frozen 
Hands, Feet, and Ears—Passengers 
Suffer from the Cold Because All 
the Fuel Is Used to Run the 


Engines. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 9.+[ Special.—The 
belated steamer lowa of the Goodrich line 
arrived here from Chicago at 100 clock to- 
night, after a terrific battle with the ice. 
The trip had been particularly severe on the 
passengers and crew because the coal supply 
ran short and it became necessary to limit 
the steam needed to heat the boat. 

Three times the crew was sent out with 
axes to chop the ice around the boat, and 
three of the men at least are suffering from 
frozen hands, feet, and ears as the result. 
Captain Stines’ thermpmetcr registered only 
15 below zero, but even this on the lake 
twenty miles off shore is as bitter as man can 
stana. While the crew was busy with the 
attempts to release the steamer, the pas- 
sengzers amused themselves in the eabin. All 
of them claim they rather enjoyed the ex- 
perience. |

Captain E. H. Stines’ Story. 

“Our trip was no different from many 
other winter trips,”’ Captain H. E. 
Stines. ‘‘ We left Chicago on Tuesday at 11 
a. m., and that night at 8 o’clock we were 
pinched in the ice about twenty miles off 
Fort Sheridan. We worked to get out, but 
could do little. On account of the high wind 
which blew from the west we could not make 
any headway, and were slowly driven to the 
east. The statement that we were short in 
our coal supply is untrue, we were simply 
unable to make against the wind. On Tues- 
day night.it snowed hard and continued all 
day yesterday and last night. When I saw 
we could not make any headway I just 


‘stopped and rested where I was until it 


calmed down. 

“When the Georgia came in sight today 
I started to work toward it. It did not re- 
lease us; we released ourselves, met the 
Georgia, and came down with it. We had 
nienty of coal to make the trip and did not 
have to take on any at Racine. Everybody 
was happy and comfortable om board, and 
there was no suffering of any kind.”’

PERILOUS TRIP OF MORFORD. 


Provisions to Men at Sixty- 
eighth Street Crib. 


Twenty-five men were imprisoned last 


‘night by the ice at the Sixty-eighth street 


crib, and the big tug Morford, which plowed 
through the ice pack with fifteen men on 
board to carry a supply of food to the crib, 
is on the verge of sinking, with a hole more 
than five feet longin the port side. The Mor- 
ford is tied up to the crib dock, with the hole 
in its side stuffed full of boards and blankets. 
It reached the crib after fighting the ice 
for over two hours. 

In some mysterious way thecompass went 
wrong by two degrees, and in trying to 
fight the ice the steersman put the tug’s nose 
into a field of blue ice twelve inches thick, 
cracking the vessel's port side at the water 
line. When the fifteen men on board 
jumped off its deck to the dock at the crib 
with 100 pounds of beef and potatoes and 
coffee for the imprisoned cribmen the water 
began to pour into the tug’s hold, and al) 
hands, cribmen and all, had to set to work 
to prevent its sinking. The men sacrificed 
their blankets and slept on the floor last 
night, and the Morford, unless the ice gets

Largest Tug in the Harbor. 
The Morford, the largest tug in the Chi- 


‘cago Harbor, started down the river bound 


for the crib at 9:40 o’clock in the morning. 
The river was full of ice cakes, but the 
Morford poked its sharp nose through them 
without much trouble, and the Captain 
headed the boat for the two-mile crib. It 
was supposed clear water lay in that direc- 
tion, but before the tug was far out the 
ice grew too thick to be plowed through by 
a wooden tug, even of the Morford’s size 
and power, and the course was changed 
toward the four-mile crib, straight out in 
the lake from Peck court. 

The ice in this direction was about two or 
three inches thick and had formed during 
the night. The engines were kept going at 
moderate speed, and the tug had no diffi- 
culty in shoving aside the ice cakes. 

Captain Smith. put the Morford’s wheel 
over so that it was supposed the boat was 
headed straight for the crib where ten 
hungry men were anxiously waiting. Fog 
and steam obscured the lake and shut out 
the sight of the crib, but the shore could be 
plainly seen. 

Instead of going straight for the crib the 
Morford went about half a mile out of its 
course and brought up among thick blue ice, 

While Captain Smith was getting his craft 
clear of this ice pack he discovered that the 
crib was nearly half a mile farther out in 
the lake. When the crib was reached the 
men on board the tug fell into the arms of 
the excited and overworked men on the 
crib, who had been getting assurances by 


forgotten them, but who were beginning 
to live on short rations. 

Fireman Crippis, who had gone down into 
the fireroom to cover the fires, soon came 
rushing out again with the news that water 
was pouring through the boat’s side forward 
and that there were already two or three 
inches of water in the fireroom. Boards and 
blankets were hurried to the tug to stop the 
flow of water, which soon would have sent 
the boat to the bottom of the lake. 

Stories that the ten cribmen were fn im- 
minent danger of starvation proved to have 
been greatly exaggerated. There were pro- 
visions at the crib for two dayslonger, The 
men had plenty of fuel, and with 90 degrees 
of steam heat the thirty-five men on the 
crib settled down to pass the night as com- 
fortably as they could have slept on the 
floor on land. 


Mosher Sent to the Rescue. 


Captain J. 8. Dunham of the Dunham Tow- 
ing and Wrecking company, which owns the 
Morford, tried to have the city authorities 
send one of the fire boats to the tug’s rescue 
but this was considered inadvisable. It was 
then decided to take the tug Mosher from 
the stocks in the North Branch dry dock 
and send it to the crib. 

The Mosher got away on the perilous trip 
at 4:45 o’clock in the afternoon. Those on 
board, besides newspaper reporters, are:

OFFICIAL BUREAU REPORT. 


Wave Has Reached the East—Zero Line 
Moves South—Minimum at Willis- 
ton, North Dakota. | 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—The weather 
bureau gives out the following: 

“ The cold wave which has prevailed dur- 
ing the last twelve days in the Central val- 
leys, West, and Northwest has’ finally 
reached the Atlantic coast and extends from 
Maine to Florida. 

“This morning the line of zero tempera- 
ture extended through Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
central Tennessee, and central Virginia, 
while the lowest temperature reached was 
40 degrees below at Williston. 

“In Florida the line of freezing tempera- 
ture extended below Tampa, with a mini- 
mum temperature of 30 degrees at that 
place. 

“In the districts from Iowa and Missouri 
eastward through the Ohio Valley and al- 
most to the Atlantic coast the temperature 
ranged -from zero to 26 degrees below zero 
ami was from 1 degree to 6 degrees below 
the lowest temperature previously recorded 
during the first decade of February. The 
temperatures, h®wever, are moderating in 
the east gulf and south Atlantic States and 
the central Rocky Mountain region. 

** Fair weather has prevailed, with the ex- 
ception of light snow in the lake regions 
and extreme northwest and rains and snows 
in the west gulf States, the latter being due 
to a slight depression that is central tonight 
near the Texas coast. 

“In the north and middle plateaus and the 
north Pacific coast region rains and snows 
have continued, while clear weather pre- 
vailed to the southward. The temperature 
changes in these districts were unimportant. 

‘Snow or rain is indicated from eastern 
Texas northeastward to western North Car- 
Olina and southerr. Tennessee, and light 
snows in the northwest; elsewhere generally 
fair weather will continue except in the lake 
regions, where snow flurries may be ex- 


pected. 

‘Brisk west to north winds may be ex- 
pected on the middie and north Atlantic 
and fresh to brisk north to northwest winds 
on the south Atlantic coast. 

‘* Storm northeast signals are displayed on 
the gulf coast at Galveston, Corpus Christi, 
and Brownsville.”’

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 9.—[Special.J—All 
weather records for twenty years were 
broken in Pittsburg today. ‘Ten degrees 
below zero was the government record. This 
was at8a.m. At notime during the day did 
the mercury show less than 4° below. Sur- 
rounding towns report 15° to 20° below. The 
Allegheny, Monongahela, and Ohio Rivers 
are frozen over at many points, and naviga- 
tion has been suspended. Hogs and cattle 
from Chicago were frozen to death in cars. 
Freight trainmen say it was the worst day 
they ever experienced. Trains on all lines 
were hours late. In the Alleghany Moun- 
tains railroad traffic was stopped by deep 
snows. Many people were overcome on the 
streets by the cold. ” 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 9.—This city ex- 
perienced zero weather today, the coldest 
weather since February, 18096. Reports 
from the mountain districts of the State say 
the weather is the most severe for several 
years. At Williamsport it is 12° below; 
Clearfield, 8°; Altoona, 9°; Hazelton, 8°; 
Wilkesbarre, 6°; Lock Haven, 10°; Reading 
and Pottsville, 5°. 

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 9.—The lowest official 
record on the thermometer here today was 
2° above zero at 8 o'clock this morning, 
which is the coldest for four years. Reports 
from outlying towns in the immediate vicin- 
ity are that 10° below zero was reached, 
while up in the mountains in the western 
part of the State it showed as low as 20° be- 
low.

PERIL 
Mines Charged with Guncotton Go 


Adrift—Steamer Pavonia Still 
Missing. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Four 
mines, placed in the harbor for its protec- 
tion against hostile attack during the war 
with Spain, were torn from their moorings 
by the storm last night and drifted about the 
harbor until the waves finally cast them 
upon the beach at the Marine Park tn South 
Boston. Each of the mines was ‘charged 
with 200 pounds of gun cotton, and if ex- 
ploded would have blown any vessel unfort- 
unate enough to be in the vicinity to pieces.

FRENCH INTRIGUE IN OMAN. 


Great Britain Sends Rear Admiral 
Douglas to Protest Against Lease 
of a Coaling Station. 


One of the purposes of the Kaiser, according to 
these dispatches, is to secure the confirmation of 
Germany’s title to the Marshall Islands, west of 
the Carolines. Germany’s hold on the Marshall 
group is entirely arbitrary. Her claims are the 
result of attempt made in 1885 to seize the 
entire Caroline group. For ten years prior to 
1885 Germany had disputed Spain’s claim to the 
Caroline and Marshall Islands. Germany then 
laid duwn the doctrine, which was accepted by the 
powers, that sovereigrity could only* be respected 
when effectively exercised. Spain had never exer- 
cised sovereignty over the Caroline and Marshall 
groups. 

An exciting race at once took place between Span- 
ish and German warships. Spain landed marines, 
hoistei her flag, and appointed a Governor on 
Aug. 23, 1885. On the night of the same day a 
German warship landed men, who hauled down the 
Spanish and raised the German flag. 

The incident nearly plunged Spain and Germany 
into war. A long diplomatic controversy followed 
and wag settied by the withdrawal of German 
claims to the Carolines with a reservation as to 
the Marshall group. 

Since 1885 Germany has made no effort to perfect 
her title, and it is not strange the Kaiser should 
at the present time seek to organize a temporary 
international tribunal to settle his claims for all 
time. 
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Late Advices from the Orient. 

Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 9.—Empress of Japan ar- 
rived yesterday from Hongkong and Yokohama. 
Mail advices say that the steamer Kinsu Maru, 
which sailed from Seattle on Dec. 28, lost six 
men overboard on its trip to Yokohama. 

Chinese rebels recently raided Kuei Fu. Several 
hundred children under the care of Roman 
Catholics were seized and drowned. 

At Kobe on Jan. 15 the City of Peking narrowly 
escaped total loss by colliding with the Japanese 
gunboat Amagi. A number of its lifeboats and 
davits and twenty feet of bulwark rail were car- 
ried away.

surance trom the Tsung-li-Yamen that China will 
not alienate northern extension railroad to any 
foreign power. 
Dispatches received from Hang Chow report a 
rising among a rowdy class beionging to the Tung 
Luhsien, Yenchow, Prefecture of Chekiang, against 
the native converts of the American mission, re- 
sulting in the burning of the mission chapel and 
the wounding of twoconverts.

ercise.

JAPAN LOSES IN FORMOSA

Tell of Samoan Atrocities. 


Apia, Samoa, Jan. 25, via San Francisco, 
Cal., Feb. 9.—The dispatches relating to the 
recent Samoan war have given but a faint 
idea of the atrocities which were committed 
The following is the story 
told by a missionary’s wife: 

‘“* All the poor women and children withoat 
homes took refuge in the Malua Stone mis- 
sion-house—some 200 in all. The wounded 
were taken there and the rooms and bath- 


‘‘Nearly every native house between 
Mahia and Apia is burned to the ground. 
The banas were torn down and the bread 
fruit trees cut round each stem so that they 
will all die. 

‘‘There were hundreds of people crammed 
into the church in Apia, but the Ululvalis 
rushed in and actually robbed the women 
of their jewelry, and if they could not get 
their rings off quickly they cut their fingers 
off to get them. 

‘We saw a fleet of boats going over to 
Savaai and heard that they were going over 
to burn the Malietoa villages there. 

“They have threatened Mr. Newell (one 
of the missionaries), and it Is hardly safe 
for him to be seen. The Chief Justice was 
to have been assassinated one night, but 
friendly natives got to hear. of it and sur- 
rounded the house. 


England Waiting for News. 

Londen, Feb. 9.—In the House of Com-

INQUIRY FOR GEN. MILES. 


WAR DEPARTMENT ORDER APPOINT- 
ING A COURT. 


Allegations of the Commanding Gen- 
eral in Respect to Unfitness of Beef 
Furnished to Troops Are to Be In- 
vestigated—Opinion Called For om 
Merits of Case in Addition to 
Report on Facts—Possible Court- 

Martial. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
General Miles is to be investigated by @ 
military court of inquiry and the whole beef 
question, refrigerated, canned, embalmed, 
or otherwise, will be investigated. 

The order for the court of inquiry is as 
follows:

States army; Lieutenant Colonel George B, 
Davis, Deputy Judge Advocate General, 
United States army, recorder. : 

court is hereby directed to tnvesti- 
gate the allegations of the Major General 
commanding the army in respect to the un- 
fitness for issue of certain articles of food 
furnished by the subsistence department to 
the troops in the field during the recent pp- 
erations in Cuba and Porto Rico. Imaddie- 
tion to its findings of fact the court will sub- 
mit an opinion on the merits of the case, to- 
gether with such recommendations of fure 
ther proceedings as may be warranted by 
the facts developed in the course of the in- 
quiry.

The court and its recorder will be cone 
fronted with an interesting question when it 
convenes. Already the law- officers are in 
doubt as to the interpretation of the order of 
today. The expression ‘“‘ to investigate cer- 
tain allegations’’ of General Miles invites 
the question whether the court is required 
to determine General Miles’ veracity or his 
lack of it. It is certaim that whichever way 
the court rules as its policy and duty Miles 
will have the whole question of beef supplies 
ventilated. 

Court Favorable to Miles. 

The composition of the court is favorable 
to General Miles, who said today there was 
no member of the court to which he would 
make objection. The officers detailed to 
act are regarded as fair-minded men, and 
none of them is-known as of either the Miles 
or anti-Miles faction. It may be necessary 
to detail a Judge Advocate for duty at the 
Military Academy in place of Colonel Da- 
vis, who is the professor of law at that in- 
stitution, but this will not be done until it — 
appears that his work in Washington will 
keep him here for some months. 

It is an interesting fact in connection 
with the detail that General George W. Da- 
vis, one of the members who ts in command 
of the military department of Pinar del Rio 
in Cuba, will suffer a reduction In pay by 
reason of the duty. He is now receiving 
the pay and allowances of a Major General, 
being in command of a department, and 
while on duty in connection with the court 
he will receive only the pay of his volun- 
teer grade, that of Brigadier General. 

It developed today that Adjutant General 
Corbin had officially declared himself 
against Miles. This is in the form of an in- 
dorsement which was sent to the President 
within the last few days, and it is under- 
stood it conveys a recommendation that the 
President proceed against General Miles on 
account of his accusations and his state- 
ments made to the press and public. There 
has been a suspicion among the Miles peo- 
ple. that General Corbin was unfriendly to 
Miles, but that officer has preserved a dis- 
-creet demeanor when inquirers, official and . 
unofficial, have approached him on the sub- 
ject of the controversy between the Sec- 
retary of War and the commanding Gen- 
eral of the army. The incident has added 
to the + complications greatly and empha- 
sizes the fact that General Miles has an- 
other official to fight. It is understood that 
General Corbin added his influence to that 
of Secretary Alger in securing action from 
the President. 


Fight Will Be Open. 

The indorsement on the subject made by 
Corbin within the last few days, however, 
indicates that the war between Miles and 
Corbin is to be carried on openly. This fact 
is not commonly known in the War depart- 
ment and it is doubtful if it be known In 
General Miles’ office; consequently it is cale 
culated to create something of a sensation. 
The President is described as being greatly 
incensed at General] Miles’ attitude and as 
sharing Secretary Alger’s view of the whole 
matter. It is true, however, that this situ- 
ation is recognized only by those who are 
against Miles and that the latter’s friends 
insist that Miles is received with 
cordiality by the President. 

There was naturally some discussion today 
among army officers of the result of the 
inquiry—or trial, as many gossipers per- 
sisted in calling it—and the conjectures were 
quite as varied as they were numerous. A 
great deal depends on the interpretation of 
the order by a court, as already pointed out, 
but there is no escaping the fact that Gen- 
eral Miles has been accused, however vague~ 
ly, of making allegations, the assumption 
being they have not been sustained by the 
testimony secured by the War Investigating 
commission, before which they were origin- 
ally made. 

Of course, should the court find the come 
mission correct in its conclusions—that Gene 
eral Miles made false and unjustifiable 
charges—then that officer would bé tried by 
court-martial. It looked to some observers 
as if the court of inquiry was in the delli- 
cate position of p@ssing on the discerning 
quality of the investigating commission, 
along with the integrity of Genera! Milea, 
Should the court find the charges sustained, 
then, under the terms of the order of today, 
it will be the duty of the court to point out 
those responsible and recommend the action 
necessary. General Eagan is, of course, 
liable to trial again, so long as the charges 
are not for the same offense of which he has 
been recently convicted, the articles of war 
stipulating that an officer cannot be tried 
twice for the same offense. 

General Miles has accumulated a vast 
amount of material which will be of use in 
the inquiry, and is armed with lists of offi- 
cers and men who can be called on for in- 
formation. The tests of canned beef being - 
made at the Army Medical Museum in thie 
city will be finished in a few days, and the 
reports of the chemists will be added to the 
data.

|JOHN QUINCY ADAMS’ BURIAL. 


Interment to Be at Graceland After 
Funeral Services at Wheaton— 
Man of Great Generosity. 


The funeral of John Quincy Adams will be 
held at the family residence in Wheaton at 
11:45 o’clock tomorrow morning. The serv- 
ices will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. Ander- 
son of Quincy, Mass. A special train. will 
leave the Northwestern Depot for Wheaton 


at 10:30 a. m. The interment will be at

Mr. Adams was noted for his activity in 


public enterprises as well as his generosity 


to individuals. He and his brother, G. P. 


Adams, were among the heaviest operators 


on the Board of ‘Trade in the early days of 
that institution, and they were never known 
to attempt to corner a market, although it 


often was in their power to do so. A prom- 


inent trait in his character was his disposi- 
tion to help younger members of the board, 


and many an unfortunate speculator was 
assisted te start again in business by John 
Quincy Adams’ money. 


He contributed liberally toward the build- 


ing of Olivet Presbyterian Church, the 
structure at Fourteenth street and Wabash 
avenue, now occupied by a Methodist con- 
gregation. He built the present Congrega- 
tional Church at Wheaton and was its main 
financial stay for many years. He gave 
a fine public library building to Wheaton 
in memory of his wife. The library and its 
endowment represent an investment by Mr. 
Adams of more than $100,000. He paid half 
the cost of the woman's dormitory and gym- 
nasium at Wheaton College. He defrayed 
one-fourth of the cost of the soldiers’ me- 
morial library in his native town—Hopkin- 
ton, Mass.—and one-half the cost of the 
Adams Hall of Science. He also made gen- 
erous donations to colleges at Las Vegas 
and Albuquerque, N. M., and the Red River 
College of North Dakota. 


Among the more prominent real estate 


holdings of Mr. Adams were the property 
at 230 to 236 Adams street, at 211 and 213 


Madison street, and in Congress street, near 


} Wabash avenue. These three holdings were 
valued by the 1893 Tax commission at near- 


ly $1,300,000. 


OBITUARY. 


JESSE H. BUNNELL of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
died on Feb. 9 of heart disease, aged 56. He 
was in the United States military telegraph 
service during the civil war. He went

Hyde Park, South Evanston, and 
the western city limits appear to have been 
affected almost simultaneously by the shock, 
but observers are not agreed as to its origin. 
There is unanimous agreement, however, 
that gas fixtures were made to rattle all 
over the city, and in some places bric-a-brac 
was broken or overturned. 
- Forecast Official Cox of the United States 
Weather Bureau said the shock was distinct 
at his home, Fifty-ninth street and Indiana 
avenue. 

“It may have been caused by a dynamite 
explosion,” he gaid, “‘ which would be felt 
at a great distance, owing to the frozen 
ground. The breaking up of the ice in the 
lake might also account for it.’’ 

In the vicinity of Ellis avenue and Forty- 
first street residents said a slight shock was 
felt as early as 11 o’clock. Between 12:30 
and 1 o’clock another shock is said to have 
been felt, and the final jar came about 3 
a. m.

TROUBLE AT SAMOA. 

Trouble still threatens in Samoa. The 
latest dispatches show that matters have 
reached a stage little short of actual war in 
the struggle between the German author- 
‘ities on one side and the British and Amer- 
ican on the other. Captain Sturdy of the 
British warship ‘Forpoise has acted with a 
resolution worthy of his name, having, at 
the crisis of the dispute over the succession 
to the kingship and the authority of Chief 
f Justice Chambers, trained his guns on the 
= German ship Falke and upon Apia, and thus 
brought the Germans to his way of thinking, 
at least temporarily. The English Con- 
sul, Maxse, and the American Consul, Os- 
borne, are still acting together in support 
uf the authority of the Supreme Court, and, 
aided by the guns of the Porpoise, they will 
a probably be able to restrain Herr Raffel, 
fe  # President of the Municipality of Apia, until 
5 a strong hand from Berlin is laid upon his 
shoulders. 
ae In view of such decisive action as that 
= taken by the representatives of England 
and the’ United States the necessity for 
= terminating the present tripartite agree- 
ment respecting Samoa and dividing up the 
islands is evident. The condominium has 
never been satisfactory to the signatory 
powers to the Berlin treaty. A division of 
the group of islands has been proposed, asd 
ought to be made. It has been suggested 
that Germany-might take Upola, on which 
4 Apia is situated; the United States to hold 
=  £=‘Tutuila with its coaling station of Pango- 
= Pango, while England could take over 
= Savali, the northernmost island of the 
= group. Such a division would be satisfac- 
= tory to the United States, but England 
might have reason to object, and there is 
reason to-believe that Germany aspires to 
= sovereignty over the entire group. .

GORMAN’S NEW ISSUE. 

William J. Bryan advised the Democratic 
Senators to ratify the peace treaty and th 
make a fight against expansion and the re- 
tention of the Philippines. Senator Gor- 
man took issue with Bryan and was able 
to induce the majority of his Democratic 
colleagues to vote against ratification. That 
was one setback for Bryan. The treaty 
having been ratified, Gorman states now 
that “it will not benefit the Democratic 
party to persist in its opposition to expan- 
sion.” Thus he continues to take issue 
with Bryan, who is anxious that expansior 
should be an issue in the Presidential con- 
test of next year. If Bryan is beaten again 
he will have to admit that Gorman is the 
more influential Democrat of the two. 

The issue which Gorman desires to make 
the dominant one in 1900 is “ anti-militar- 
ism.” He wishes it to be understood by 
his party that he, too, can play the dema- 
gogue, and invent an issue which appeals 
to the ignorant, the prejudiced, and the 
turbulent. 

Gorman alieges that he deems the propo- 
sition to increase the regular army to 100,- 
000 men as “ the gravest danger which now 
threatens the republic.” This is an inti- 
mation that he and those Democrats whom 
he can control are going to fight the bill 
for the increase of the army which is now 
before the Senate. If he and a few others 
are determined to defeat that measure they 
can do so, for they can talk it to death. 
The majority cannot force the matter to a 
vote. 

Senator Gorman does not object to an 
increase of the regular army on the ground 
that it will add to the expenses of the gov- 
Economy in administration never 
has been his hobby. He makes the dema- 
gogical objection that he “ believes the Re- 
publicans desire a large standing army 
not so much for the purpose of preserving 
order in the colonies as for repressing dis- 
order which they fear will break out at any 
moment among our own people, especially 
the workingmen.” The latter, he asserts, 
“are daily growing more restless under the 
class legislation enacted by the Republican 
Congress and the protection given to mo- 
nopolies by a Republican administration.” 
At the moment when American troops are 
being hurried to Manila to reinforce Gen- 
eral Otis Senator Gorman alleges that an 
increase in the number of regulars is not 
desired so much to keep the peace in the 
Philippines as to put down strikes at home. 
Such statements are made to enlist the 


and to inflame the minds of workingmen 
with whose strikes the national govern- 
ment has nothing to do except where, asin 
the case of Debs and his rioters, national 
laws are defied and national interests, like 
interstate commerce, are interfered with. 
Evidently Senator Gorman is in hearty sym- 


national platform which indorses Debs 
and condemns the suppression of his in- 
surrection. 

Senator Gorman favors the policy of at- 
tempting to make the workingmen believe 
they are being wronged. His party tried 
that policy in 1892, and was: successful. 
The workingmen were told they were not 
receiving sufficient wages and their em- 
ployers were pocketing excessive profits. 
A year later employers were making no 
money and when workingmen could find 
anything to do it was for reduced wages. 
The workingmen are not “ growing more’ 
restless.” Work is abundant and wages 
good.

If there is any one monopoly which 
comes home to every workingman it is the 
sugar monopoly. It never has had a firmer 
friend in Congress than Gorman. He wil] 
not shine as an anti-trust candidate for a 
Democratic Presidential nomination.

PASS THE ARMY BILL. 

The Spanish Cortes will meet in ten days. 
Probably it will ratify without much discus- 
sion the treaty of peace which will be sub- 
mitted to it. Then the two governments 
will exchange ritifications and the war will 
be officially at an end. When that takea 
place the authority given the President last 
year to increase the strength of the regular 
army to 62,000 men will come to an end. 
The lawful force will drop back to the 
25,000 men it consisted of when the war 
was declared. More men than that are 
needed for duty in the West Indies, the 
Philippines, and the United States. - 

The President can retain in the service 
for some time to come those volunteers 
who have not been mustered out yet. They 
enlisted for two years, or until the end of 
the war. The government can exercise its 
option and make them serve out their full 
term. But the President does not wish 
to hold on to them, or at Jeast to the large 

‘number who are anxious to go home. It is 
only natural that they should feel thus. 
There is no prospect of any fighting, unless 
it be in the Philippines, and most of the 
volunteers enlisted to fight, not to do gar-

VOTING BY MACHINES. 
The federal statute regarding election of 
Representatives in Congress reads: 


All votes for Representative in Congress must 
be by written or printed ballot; and all votes re- 
celved or recorded contrary to this sectfon shall 
be of no effect. 


A bill amending this section so as to permit 
the use of machines where authorized by 
the laws of a State has passed both Houses 
of Congress and has gone to the President 
for his approval. 2 

It is predicted that the use of machines at 
elections will become general as soon as 
their advantages are understood. With 
their advent many perplexing problems of 
the Australian ballot will solve themselves. 
They make defective ballots impossible, 
and as there can be no question as to the ac- 
curacy of the count they reduce the possi- 
bility of contested elections to the minimum.

The 
company or companies it is proposed to or- 
ganize will chargé at the most 1 per centa 
month, which is not excessive considering 
the smallness of the transactions and the 
inevitable losses met with when unredeemed 
pledges have to be sold. If a corporation 
with a capital of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars embarks in the pawning business.in this 
city the needy people who have to pledge 
their personal effects to raise money will be 
enabled to save that sum annually by deal- 
ing with that concern instead of with the 
private pawnbrokers. 


COLD FACTS ABOUT THE WEATHER. 

It may not be good form to talk about the 
weather, but when the weather stoops to 
15 or 20 degrees below zero it no longer de- 
serves to be treated according to the rules 
of polite society. The present brand of 
weather is neither civilized nor Christian, 
It is absolutely immoral. It brings out the 
worst traits in human nature. Civilized 
man can stand many things, but when 
nature is brutal in its use of its forces he 
turns like any other worm. 

How can man be expected to exercise the 
Christian virtues when the milk of human 
kindness is frozen in the bottle? How can 
woman be expected to be sweet and tender 
when she cannot put her face outside the 
door without getting it frosted? How can 
man whisper sweet nothings when he is 
morally sure his nose is turning white, or 
how can fair woman listen when she knows 
her ears are freezing? There are cold- 
blooded moralists who will deny a man the 
right to swear in hot weather, but surely 
there are none who will deny the seasonable- 
aess of the warmest language at such a time 
ds this. 

A month of 20 degrees below would be 
sufficient to undo the work of centuries of 
civilization. The immorality of such a 
temperature permeates the marrow of men’s 
bones. It has penetrated five feet under- 
ground, and is hourly going deeper. The 
only salvation of sociefy lies in the grand 
old Anglo-Saxon privilege of grumbling. 
If it were not for this sputtering escape- 
valve humanity would be reduced to the 
primal savagery of the Eskimos. When- 
ever it grows too cold for an Anglo-Saxon 
to grumble it will be time to prepare for the 
dismal! end of the world foretold by scien- 
tists, when it will be a frigid and Nfeless 
ball of desolation swinging in appalling 
silence through the abysses of space. 

This time has not yet come, but the water 
pipes are freezing up. Here is where the 
limitations of grumbling appear. No 
amount of grumbling, even by an English- 
man, has yet been known to thaw out a 
frozen water main or to pay a plumber’s 
bill.. This is no joke, nor is the melting of 
the coal pile in the cellar a matter for 
smiles and jocularity. The coal dealer and 
the ice man may join the plumber in his 
ghoulish giee, but these three are not of the 
kingdom of heaven. 

Seriously, the present record-breaking 
cold wave is causing widespread suffering 
among the poor in almost every part of 
the country. It is doing as much damage 
at the South as in the North, and it will 
leave effects that will be felt throughout 
the rest of the year. A temperature of 36 
degrees below at Bismarck means great 
danger and serious damage to the winter 
wheat crop, while a temperature of 26 de- 
grees above at New Orleans means a ho 


less serious and sweeping loss by frost in 
the gardens and orange groves of the South. 
How great the damage to the fruit trees 
may be cannot yet be ascertained, but it is 
almost certain to be extensive, for the pres- 
ent weather spreads its frigid afflictions over 
the greater part of the United States. 

The well-to-do Chicagoan can afford to 
take a joking view of the personal hardship 
entailed by nipping air and Klondike blasts, 
but the city is really menaced by an unusual 
danger. The frost has reached the water 
‘mains in many parts of the city, and the 
hydrants are freezing up by hundreds 
faster than they can be thawed out. In 
such a state of affairs the smallest fire be- 
comes a menace, and may be a catastrophe. 
The Street Commissioner is. showing a 
commendable degree of activity in trying to 
prevent the freezing of the mains, but it is 
ardently to be hoped the weather man will 
come to his assistance by tonight. In the 
meantime the ordinary citizen should keep 
his hydrant and his patience constantly on 
tap until the thermometer again consents to 
be reasonable.

EXPERIMENT- from the ordnance experts 
ING WITH the War department has di- 
New Guns. rected that a contract be 
: made with Louis Gathmann 
of Chicago for an 18-inch gun to fire high 
explosives. Previous tests with Gath- 
mann’s invention have been failures, but the 
Chicagoan still believes he has solved the 
problem, and Secretary Alger is willing to 
spend a little public money to give him an- 
other trial. There is more excuse for this 
in the case of Gathmann than there was for 
the expenditure of $73,600 of government 
money in testing Dr. Gatling’s 8-inch cast 
steel gun, for that belonged to an enormous- 
ly ricoh corporation entirely able to make 
these experiments without assistance. In 
that case also the ordnance experts advised 
against the appropriation, and their judg- 
ment was Verified. A few weeks ago Captain 
John L. Brewer announced that he had per- 
fected an invention by which dynamite 
could be fired with ordinary powder in any 
kind of a gun from a fowling piece up to the 
18-inch rifle. Many minds are busy with 
these problems, and it is well for the United 
‘States to keep in ‘touch with them. The 
Holland torpedo boat is said to be a success, 
and the construction of anothey submarine 
destroyer on a similar pattern has been or- 
dered. 


RIVER IMPROVEMENT QUESTION. 

The Real Estate board at its last meeting 
decided to appoint a committee to act with 
committees of other organizations in fur- 
thering the improvement of the Chicago 
River. One of the speakers at that meeting 
recognized clearly the fact that if the river is 
to be improved this city must doitspart. It 
must remove the center pier bridges and 
substitute bascule bridges, no matter what 
the cost may be. It must make arrange- 
ments in some way for the lowering of the 
tunnels. Whoever else may pay for that 
work, the general government will not. 

So one of the first questions confronting 
the committees which are going to agitate 
for river improyement is: How is the city to 
get the three million dollars which it will 
cost to get rid of the center pier and abut- 
ment obstructions? That much money can- 
not be saved out of current revenues unless 
they are increased greatly by a much higher 
assessment. Nor can the city get money by 
selling bonds unless the assessment is raised, 
for the city is indebted beyond the 5 per 
cent limitation now. 

The statement is made that under the 
new revenue law the assessed valuation 
will be increased so much that the city will 
be in a position to seil bonds. To enable 
the city to do that the valuation will have 
to be much higher than the 220 millions 
valuation of last year. Whether it wiil 
be much higher depends on the new Boards 
of Assessment and Review. Therefore it 
is necessary for the friends of river improve- 
ment to ascertain what those boards are 
going to do. 

Who is to pay for lowering the tunnels? 
One of the speakers at the Real Estate 
board meeting said Mr. Yerkes told him 
that “if the'people wanted tunnels aban- 
doned the companies would be glad to aban- 
don them and take to the bridges.” But the 
people do not want to do that. They still 
remember what they suffered when 
“bridged.” Mr. Yerkes said also that “he 
did not think the public would expect the 
companies to meet the cost of lowering the 
tunnels themselves.” In other words, the 
companies will not stand the expense unless 
forced to do so. The suggestion has been 
made that “if the city could issue bonds 
and lower the tunnels the railroads might 
eventually pay a reasonable compensation 
for their use.”” But suppose the Legislature 
should give those companies the use of the 
tunnels for thirty or fifty years more, how 
can the traction companies be forced to pay 
any compensation for their use if lowered 
by the city? 

So the street railroad question and the 
river improvement question interlock, and it 
becomes necessary for the friends of a 
deeper and wider river to keep an eye on 
the General Assembly and see that it doew 
not take some action which will compel the 
city to pay for lowering the tunnels if they 
are lowered. That work will cost over a 
million and a half probably. 

Thus there are many matters to be looked 
after by the Real Estate board committee 
and the committees of other bodies before

Democratic Party Still Courting Defeat 
—Facts Which Voters Will Re- 
member in 1900. 


The Democratic party has an unquench- 
able thirst for defeat. Apparently it is com- 
mitted irrevocably to the Chicago platform, 
which has been beaten soundly at the polls 
once, and which the elections of 1898 showed 
to be weak, even in the West, from which it 
sprung. 

But the Chicago platform was not load 
enough for the patient back of the Democ- 
racy. Neéw follies and new invitations to 
disaster must be sought. The administra- 
tion must be opposed, even when it repre- 
sented the patriotic hopes of the majority 
of the people. Against the wishes of all but 
the narrowest Democratic partisans, 
against the advice of Mr. Bryan, the Demo- 
cratic leader, most of the Democratic Sena- 
tors fought against the treaty of peace. 
They helped inflame the enemies of the 
United States in the Philippines. Their 
hands helped point the guns that shot down 
American soldiers last week. And while 
those guns were sounding in the ears of the 
Americans and every American who de- 
served the name was eager for peace with 
Spain and the stern prosecution of the war 
in the Philippines, these accomplices of 
Aguinaldo voted against peace and against 
the United States. 

They had been giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy all along, and they didn’t allow 
any instinct of patriotism to lessen their op- 
position at the final moment. What were a 
few dead or wounded soldiers to these men” 
Their idea of the duty of a Democrat is that 
he should oppose everything favored by the. 
Republicans. They don’t allow any weak 
consideration of the honor and the interests 
of the United States to influence them. 

So the Democratic party must go before 
the country as the opponent of peace, the 
partisan juggler with the interests of the 
United States in the face of the enemy, and 
the cold assassin of men wearing the United 
States uniform. 

Twenty-four Democrats, counting Turpie 
and White, who were paired against the 
treaty, voted no, and only ten voted yes. 
More than two-thirds voted no. The pa- 
triotism of the Democratic Senators who 
voted in the affirmative, the patriotism or 
the wisdom of all the Democrats who de- 
plored the ruinous and impotent policy of 
obstfuction, cannot save the Democracy 
from responsibility for the course taken by 
the majority of the Democratic Senators.

Crime to Call a Mana Liar. 

The introduction of a bill in the Texas 
Legislature making the proof that a man 
had been called a Har a justifiable defense 
in cases of assault and battery has led the 
New York World to gather the laws that 
control the use of the offensive epithet in 
other Southern States. 

The Texas Senator who introduced the bill 
declared that he had based it on a Ken- 
tucky law. He wanted the Texas man, he 
said, to have the same rights as a Ken- 
tucky Colonel. 

The Kentucky law makes the offensive use 
of the word a misdemeanor, punishable bya 
$20 fine. 

About a year ago R. H. Thompson, police 
judge of Louisville, declared from his bench 
that the lie in Kentucky meant a blow, and 
honorably discharged the man before him 
who had knocked down another who had 
cailed him a liar. 

The calling a man a liar is a crime in Vir- 
ginia. The Legislature of 1895-'96 passed 
this law: ‘If any person shall in the pres- 
ence or hearing of another curse or abuse 
such person, or use any violently abusive 
language to such person concerning himself 
or any of his female relatives under circum- 
stances reasonably caleulated to provoke a 
breach of the peace, he shall be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor, and on conviction 
shall be fined not less than $1 nor more than 

To call a man a liar im Georgia is slan- 
der, for which one may ‘be given $1,000 fine 
or a year in the penitentiary, or both. He 
has the right, however, to prove his charge 
and go clear. On the criminal side of the 
courts the law holds that the lie consti- 
tutes the first blow and justifies violent re- 
sporse. 

The Missouri statute says that if the vic- 
tim of an assault used language calculated 
to provoke a breach of the peace and the 
assailant can prove it there is no offense. 
The law does not specifically cover the of- 
fense of calling a man a liar. 

In Arkansas the use of the epithet is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine. In Mis- | 
sissippi law it is not specifically mentioned, 
but all insulting words are made civilly ac- 
tionable. In South Carolina it is not a 
crime, but may be used asa basisof civil ac- 
tion for defamation of character. 

The West Virginia statute declares that: 
‘All words which, from their usual con- 
struction and common acceptation, are con- 
strued as insults and tend to violence 
and breach of the peace shall be action- 
able.”’ 

It is not a crime to use the “ liar”’ in Ala- 
bama, but if a man assaults you in conse- 
quence of your application of the epithet to 
him he may give evidence in justification of 
any abusive or opprobrious language you 
have used to him. The average jury in that 
State holds that the hie is equivalent to the 
first blow. 

Im North Carolina the user of the epithet 
and the man to whom it was applied are 
heid equally guilty in cases of assault and 
battery. 

There is no specific law in Tennessee 
against calling a man a Nar, but the use of 
language calculated to provoke a breach of 
the peace is punishable by a nominal fine. 


Again Scores Democratic Sins.

Germany’s Compromising Attitude, 

The report that the German Consy] at 
Hongkong has been engaged in supplying the 
Filipinos with arms and ammutrition appe 
to be weil authenticated.” It is stated that 
our government unofficially, if not directly 
has called the attention of the German gov- 
ernment to this matter and that a represent. 
ative of that government has declared it to 
be his conviction that the Berlin authorities 
were wholly unaware of the alleged conduct 
of its representative. 

If the report is true, the fact undoubtedly 
will come to light. In view of the repeateg 
and emphatic assurances of the German 
government that it has done and is doing 
nothing prejudicial to the interests of the 
United States, we may assume for the preg. 
ent that its Consul at Hongkong has been 
acting on his own account; but the least that 
Germany can doin that case is to apologize 
and promptly recall the man who, from the 
outbreak of the war with Spain, has been 
hostile to American interests. 

It is unfortunate for Germany that her 
principal representatives in that quarter 
both at Hongkong and at Manila, have shown 
such pronounced hostility to the Uniteg 
States.

Diederichs last summer was sharply called 
to account by Admiral Dewey on account of 
his insolent and officious course in his att}. 
tude toward American authority at Manila. 
And now, if it is true the German Consu! has 
been sending the munitions of war to Agul- 
naldo, the position of the German govern. 
ment is again compromised. It is about time 
that Germany came out into the open ang 
frankly showed her intentions. The policy 
of sneaking behind the alleged unauthorized 
conduct of her naval and consular officials, 
while nothing is done to show that they 
have been rebuked for imperiling the rela- 
tions of their government with a friendly 
power, is unworthy of a great nation. If #he 
is the friend of the United States let her 
give some proof of it by punishing those of 
her agents who take no pains to conceal the

SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIEUNE, 
Sprincfield, Feb. 9. 
There were more speeches today at the 
bearing on the street railway question, 
Charlie Allen, being the chairman of the 
Republican steering committee of the 
House, presided. The attendance of mem- 
pers was large, but the points evolved by the 
pehere were in no sense of the word new 
r novel. 
“The Legislature has agreed by joint reso- 
jution to adjourn from tomorrow until Tues- 
day. Sunday is the anniversary of Presi- 
gent Lincoln's birthday. Some of the Sen- 
ators have gone home already. Tonight 
considerable talk was heard about a meet- 
ing of the subcommittees having the street 
car bills in charge, to be held during the re- 
cess in Chicago. This was abandoned, how- 
ever, and there is Jittle likelihood of any- 
thing being accomplished until after some 
more committee meetings are held. 
The members of the Civic federation here 
ope that some sort of a bill can be framed 
which will meet with the approval of the 
ple and at the same fime stand some 
chance of getting through the General As- 


sembly. 
Civic Federation Bill. 

In the speaking this afternoon Newton A. 
Partridge and Edwin Burritt Smith explained 
and defended the Civic federation bill, and 
William Ritchie, appearing, as he said, in 
pehalf of nobody but himself and the public 
interests generally, entertained the audience 
for more than two hours with facts and opin- 
jons on street railway legislation. 

Mr. Partridge began by saying that the 
thanks of the Civic federation were due to 
Governor Tanner for his influence and help 
in passing the primary election law and the 
revenue law at the special session. The 
federation was also grateful, he said, for the 
passage of the jury commission bill and civil 
service bill. His remarks were mainly a 
reiteration of his views expressed on Tues- 
day before the Senate committee. The rea- 
son why elevated railroads were left out of 
the Civic federation bill, he said, is that they 
are not a live question at this time; they may 
become so later. ‘* Their franchises will not 
expire for forty years yet,’ said Mr. Part- 
ridge, ‘“‘ and let us not trouble ourselves too 
much about emergencies forty years dis- 
tant.”’ 


The speaker thought that the immense 


overcapitalization of the Chicago railroad 
companies was largely due to the tacit con- 
sent of the people themselves. 

“Can you tell me in what way the people 


could have prohibited it?’’ asked Mr. Cleary .

“It could not have been done without 
legielation,’’ was the answer. 

“Then are they responsible for something 
that they had no part in doirg and no power 
to restrain?’ 

“I do not say they are responsible, but I 
say they have done nothing to remedy it.

Mr. Partridge—It might be a good idea to 
put into our bill a mode of fixing the price 
by arbitration. 

Mr. Leahy—Would you be in favor of tak- 
ing just the physical property of companies 
today? 

Mr. Partridge—I don’t think that can be 
done without perpetrating an injustice, but 
if you give them twenty-five years, during 
which their overcapitalization can be scaled 
down, then it would be all right. 


Criticism by Mr. Ritchie. 


When Mr. Ritchie was introduced the au- 
dience began to gather up closer, and al- 
though the hour was late when he con- 
cluded he was still surrounded by an at- 
tentive crowd of listeners. 

He began by denying that he was an an- 
tagonist of the Civic federation bill. ‘‘ With 
the purposes and aims and generally with the 
methods of that bill I have heretofore been 
and expect hereafter to be in thorough ac- 
cord,’’ he said. 

The fact that the requirements of the bill 
did not apply to elevated railroads was the 
cause for much criticism on the part of 
Mr. Ritchie. He also objected to it because 
of the omission of any provision requiring 
the petition of abutting property-owners be- 
fore tracks can be laid in territory out- 
side of an incorporated city or village, and 
thought a method of appraisement should 
be designated in case of the purchase of 
railroad properties by a city. In making 
‘this appraisement, he said, the value of the 
franchise should never be considered; fran- 
chises are the property of the people, and 
the people should never be compelled to 
buy what is their own. 


‘Quotes Mr. Yerkes. 

The speaker referred to a report of Mr. 
Yerkes to the effect that a certain railway 
line in Chicago, which had been producing 
an annual deficit, could be made a paying 
investment if $70,000 more were used in the 
construction of a two and a half mile ex- 
tension through the Town of Cicero. “ It is 
estimated,’ said Mr. Ritchie, that an in- 
veatment of $70,000 would in this case pro- 
duce an annual income of $62,000. We do 
not propose to pay to that company, if we 
can help it, such tolls as would enable it to 
Pay nearly 90 per cent of dividends.” 

Representative Barclay, also a resident of 
Cicero, claimed that Mr. Ritchie was argu- 
ing from a false basis, inasmuch as resi- 
dehts of Cicero were given for one fare not 
only a ride on this suburban Hine, but also 
Over the Lake Street Elevated into the 
heart of Chicago. ‘‘ How lorg would that 
little road exist,” he asked, “and how 
Much would it pay if its passengers were not 
Picked up and carried to their destination 


the elevated?’’ 


“The genticman says a road merely run- 
ning through Cicero without connections 
Would mot pay,’ answered Mr. Ritchie. 
“The Cicero, Proviso, and Ogden roads re- 
Quire passengers to pay a second fare be- 
fore being carried into the city. Mr. Yerkes’ 
réports show that these roads are capital- 
ized at over $100,000 per mile. On these roads 
there is extracted from that community 
on local fares.alone sufficient to pay interest 
on the mortgage indebtedness twice over.” 

It was suggested by Mr. Barclay that the 
existence of these roads had greatly appre- 
Clated property values in Cicero gnd helped 
to build up the town, and in this contention 
he was warmly supported by Representative 

s of Cicero. 

Mr. Ritchie admitted that as a general 
Proposition street railroads were a decided 
benefit in building up a community, but he 
Claimed that the most of the advantages 
therefrom were enjoyed by abutting prop- 
erty-owners without much benefit to the 
common people. He also claimed that values 
of real estate were lower in Chicago than in 
almost any other great city, and yet Chicago 
m4 more miles of street railway than any 
Other. >

Proposed Amendment on Justices. 

Senator Case offered the following joint 
resolution, which was referred to the Ju- 
diciary committee: 

“ Resolved, by the Senate, the House of 
Representatives concurring herein, That 
there shall be submitted to the voters of the 
State at the next election for members of 
General Assembly a proposition to so amend 
section 28 of article 6 of the constitution 
that the same shall read as follows: 

“ Instead of justices of the peace and police 


y Magistrates in cities, villages, and incor- 


porated towns containing 50,000 or more in- 
habitants there shall be established a con- 
venient number of district courts. 

“Such courts and the Judges thereof shall 
have the same jurisdiction and powers as 
justices of the peace, and such further juris- 
diction and powers as may be prescribed by 
the General Assembly. 

“The Judges and clerks of such courts 
shall be appointed or elected in such manner 
and for such terms as shall be provided by 
the General Assembly. 

“All fees shall be accounted for by the 
respective clerks receiving the same and 
paid into their respective city, village, or 
town treasuries monthly. 

‘“‘The salaries of the Judges, clerks, and 
deputy clerks shall be fixed by the General 
Assembly and paid out of the respective city, 
village, or town treasuries. No salary shall 
be increased or nished during the term 
of office of the officer to whom it is payable. 

‘*Inetead of constables there shall be a 
high constable of such city, village, or in- 
corporated town, who shall have the right 
to appoint deputies, 

‘Such high constables shall be appointed 
or elected, as shall be provided by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

** He and his deputies shall have the same 
powers and perform the same duties as a 
constable, with such further powers and 
duties as may be prescribed by the General 
Assembly. 

“ Until such courts are organized the jus- 
tices of the peace, police magistrates, and 
constables heretofore provided for shall be 
continued the same as if this article had not 
been amended.”’ 

Burlesque on Sacred Topics.

in question upon burning questions of the 
hour, evil tendencies that exist and best 
means to curb them, and upon other topics 
of kindred nature, it being expressly under- 
stood that the professional politician is to 
be ignored, and the scholars, philanthropists, 
and statésmen, or those sharing such pro- 
clivities, are invited to speak or read essays, 
non-sectarian and non-political in their na- 
ture.”’

RESIDENCE OF THE TEACHER 


Legislative Measure Calculated to Ab- 
rogate the Rule of Chicago 
Board of Education. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 9.—Representative 
Martin of Cook, the colored member, today 
introduced a bill designed to abrogate the 
rule of the Chicago Board of Education re- 
quiring teachers to reside within the city 
The bill amends the school law by 
providing that ‘‘ there shall be no other re- 
quirements as to the residence of any teach- 
er engaged in teaching in this State under 
this act than that such teacher shall be res- 
idents of and shall reside within this State 
while so engaged in teaching as aforesaid.

Said commissioner is further authorized to ap- 
point such officers and engage such employés as 
a be n . for securing transportation 
a disposition re materials. and to take such 
Other action as may be required to carry out the 
provisions of this act. 

The General Assembly of the State of Illinois 
hereby invites the other Indian corn producing 
States of the United States to unite with the State 
of Il!inois by making appropriations and appoint- 
ing commissioners, Oo may codperate with the 
commissioner provided for in this act in this ef- 
fort to enlarge and extend the uses of Indian corn. 


Canal and River Legislation. 

The House Committee on Canal and River 
Improvements today agreed to report out 
with favorable recommendation the Albert- 
sen bill revising the law in relation to the 
lllinois and Michigan Canal. The bill was 
introduced by request of the State Canal 
Commissioners, and its only change is to 
give the commissioners the right of eminent 
domain when necessary to condemn land for 
the purpose of developing water power cr 
constructing dams, locks, tail races, etc. 

Another bill introduced by Mr. Albertsen 
was called up, but, as it gave rise to consider- 
able discussion, consideration of it was post- 
poned for one week. It is designed to give 
the Canal Commissioners power to sell and 
convey, whenever in their judgment the in- 
terest of the State will be promoted thereby, 
any canal lands or lots now owned by the 
State, other than those connected with water 
power @pon the canal and the ninety-foot 
‘strip along it. Mr. McLauchlan objected to 
this feature, giving as his reason the fear 
teat many of these lands would be sold to 
private parties for much less than what 
they were worth. He wished to limit the 
power so that the lands could be conveyed 
only to the trustees of the Sanitary CanaF 
when in their judgment necessary for the 
use of the canal. President Snively of the 
Canal commission, who was present, said 
that the commission was not desirous of 
selling any lands except when it can be 
done with advantage to the State. 

The Senate Committee on Canals and 
Rivers took up the Payne bills conferring 
additional powers on the Commissioners of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal. Objection 
was made to the provision of the bill which 
allows the commissioners to sell land, and, 
at the request of some of the memberg of 
the committee, it was decided to postpone 
action until additional information could be 


obtained. 


PROSPECTS OF ADJOURNMENT. 


Members of the Legislature Expect That 
the Session Will Close in the 
Last of April. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Some 
of the members of the General Assembly do 
not hesitate to express the opinion that the 
session will come to a finish in the latter 
part of April. To that end every effort is 
being made to induce the officers of the 
various institutions to get in their estimates 
for appropriations as speedily as possible. 
So soon as the appropriations are made and 
the tax levy bill passed, the Legislature in- 
variably adjourns. It cannot hold together 
after these things are done. 

Curtis today introduced a resolution 
_declaring that on and after March 3 no bills 
should be introduced except those offered 
by a committee. It went to the Committee 
on Rules and will probably be adopted pres- 
ently. The Legislature will be here, how- 
ever, till the latter part of May. The Chi- 
ago primaries come along presently and 
the conventions and the contest over the 
Mayoralty in the city. This will take away 
from Springfield almost one-third of the 
representation in the General Assembly. 
Then come the elections in the smaller 
municipalities and villages. The Legislature 
will scarcely get down to business before the

POLICE PENSION AMENDMENT. 


Former Captain Barbee Urging a Bill 
in the Interests of Officers’ 
Widows. 


Springfield, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—For- 
mer Captain Barbee of the Chicago police 
force is here in the interest of an amend- 
ment to the police pension bill. The police 
pension bill declares that any police officer 
who shall serve twenty years will be en- 
titled toa pension, The pension goes to his 
widow if the officer dies before the expira- 
tion of twenty years’ service.

Traces Evolution of the System from 
the Feudalism of Early Britain—Etf- 
fect of Steam and Factories, Neces- 
sitating Centralization of Popula- 
tion—Organization of Labor—Pres- 
sure of Unemployed—Moral Obliga- 
tion of Society to Investigate Evils.

ism." He traced the evolution of the pres- 
ent status of industry from the feudal sys 
tem of early Britain to the present day. 
“Great Britain, of all the European coun- 
tries,’’ the lecturer said, ‘‘ presents the most 


perfect example of the transition which has } 


taken place in the social and industrial sys- 
tems of the world. The completeness of the 
old social ties which bound King to Baron, 
Baron to thrall, and thrall to serf in the 
feudal days was in marked contrast to the

relatio:. which marked the beginnings of 
industm Wism in England and gave rise to 
much of the criticism and bitterness of Car- 
lyle, who stamped the emergence of England 
from feudalism int® industrialism as nothing 
short of anarchy. 

“The passing away of the old order of in- 
dustry under the feudal system did not oc- 
cur because that system was unjust, but 
because it was too primitive. With the in- 
troduction of steam, a century ago, the fac- 
tory system of production took the place of 
the old system. This necessitated a central- 
ization of population and resulted ina rela- 
tion of contract not of status, and society ad- 
justed itself with difficulty to.\ the new order 
of things. 4 

“Both philosophers and business-men 
cried out against the new fetters. They 
cried out for industrial freedom. But from 
the fact of the two parties being pitted 
against each other—those opposed to reform 
on the one hand and those interested in it 
on the other—there arose the consolidation 
of the industrial system under which Eng- 
land is working today. 

“Our own country does rot lend itself 
to such a perfect illustration on account of 
the comparative sparsity of population. 
Centralization of capital and organization 
of labor may be said to be the chief charac- 
teristics of the a a order of our own 
country, and out of this arises tae problem 
of the unemployed. __ 

I came to.Chicago in 19891 I found 
myself ore of the great army of the unem- 
ployed. Sy a carefil investigation on the 
part of the newspapers.it was estimated that 
the number of unemployed was abont 30,000. 
When I finally obtained work as truckman 
in a West Side factory I found myself earn- 
ing $1.50 a day and was able to save money. 
We who were working did not seem to feel, 
the pressure of the army of utemployed who 
were on the outside. The man who gave us 
employment did not scem to be biased by 
the fact that the labor market was flooded. 

‘*‘From this I would draw the conclusion 
that so far as the improvement of the in- 
dustrial order is concerned it is more a ques- 
tion of the individual than of society as a 
whole. I would not minimize the importance 
of society as a whole, but I would say that 
after all the curative force is exercised by 
the individual. 

‘* The moral obligation of society to investi- 
gate existing industrial evils and secure 
legislation is of paramount importance, but 
the solution of the question of industrial- 
ism, the lifting up of the sweatshops of the 
city more and more into the condition of 
factories, is brought about more by individ- 
ual investigation than by society. 

‘* We may as well make up our minds that 
the centralization of capital has come to 
stay. It is best fitted to survive, because 
it has proved its efficiency, and we may look 
hopefully to the time when labor will have 
reached that perfection of organization 
where it shall have become itself incor- 


porated.”

When the fire was discovered shortly be- 
fore 11. o’clock it had gained considerable 
Start, and was rapidly eating its way into 
the society halls on the secong floor. There 
was some difficulty in connecting the en- 
gines with the fire plugs, and the bitter cold, 
which made quick work impossible. 

The flames lighted up the sky for blocks, 
and within a half hour after the first alarm 
was turned in several hundred people sur- 
rounded the church, shivering in the icy 
west wind which blew against their backs, 
and perspiring in the face from the hot 
glare. Showers of icy water from a half 
dozen fire engines were scattered over the 
crowd, coming down like hailstones. The 
firemen soon were coated with ice, and could 
do little except to keep the fire from spread- 
ing. Within an hour little was left of the 
historic old structure but the foundation 
stones. 

No one is known to have been in the 
building at the time the fire was discovered, 
and no cause could be assigned for ehe 
blaze. 

The church stood in an aristocratic part of 
Washington boulevard, and was one of the 
few frame structures in the neighborhood. 
Its pulpit was occupied for a time by Flor- 
ence McCarthy, who quit the ministry 
twelve or fifteen years ago, and became :.

Fire did $50 damage in the afternoon to 
the building occupied by the Sedgewick Street 
Congregational Church, 390 Sedgwick street. 

The residence of Z. G. Sholes, Greenwood 
and Chicago avenues, Evanston, was al- 
most destroyed by fire, which started in 
the basement from a defective furnace at 
11 o’clock last night.

Dur'nge the experiments great 
precautions have been taken to keep the 
working of the new gun a profound secret, 
none but the chiefs of the Ordnance depart- 
ment being present at the tests. The naval 
attachés at Washington made strenuous 
efforts to be allowed to witness the experi- 
ments, but they were barred out by order of 
the Secretary of War. 

Mr. Gathmann said yesterday the destruc- 
tive force of the projectile is equal to that 
of all the twelve-inch guns in the United 
States at a range shorter than 8,000 yards, 
and if the range is beyond 5,000 yards the 
destructive force of one of those guns would 
be equivalent to that of the entire number 
of twelve-inch, thirteen-inch, and ten-inch 
guns in the country. 

The Gathmann gun is the first eighteen- 
inch gun on record. The nearest to it is the 
Zalinski dynamite gun of fifteen-inch bore. 
The Gathmann gun Is fired with powder and 
the other with compressed air. The new 
destroyer has a range of about ten miles and 
is the first gun in the world to fire high 
explosives with powder. One shot does the 
work. Even armored battleships are not 
expected to be proof against a single projec- 
tile. The gun is forty-five feet in length and 
weighs about 100,000 pounds. The shells, or 
torpedoes, weigh 2,000 pounds. First-class 
battleships such as the Iowa, Texas, Massa- 
chusetts, and Indiana could carry four of 
these guns. The gun is practicable for coast 
defense as well as for use on board ship. 

Though about fifty of the tests made on 
the island were photographed, Mr. Gath- 
mann says it is not the intention of the gov- 
ernment to publish them fn any form. 

**T have been experimenting for two years 
at Sandy Hook for the government,” said 
Mr. Gathmann. “I have been working up 
the idea of such a piece of ordnance for the 
last ten years. The contract was made with 
the government last Saturday and is to be 
kept entirely sub rosa. I am not tied in any 
way by the terms of the contract to keep 
the secret for the use of the United States 
government, but of course I consider it too 
good a thing to give away to any foreign 
power. I have been approached several 
times by representatives of Russia, Ger- 
many, and Great Britain, but I always gave 
them to understand that I was working in 
the interests of this country alone. 

“The guns will be manufactured in the 
navy jyard at Washington and the contract 
will be given either to the Bethlehem iron 
works or the Midwile works of Philadel- 
phia.”’ 

Mr. Gathmann expects to return to Wash- 
ington in a few days.

Primaries Set for the Day Previous— 
John M. Smyth Predicts a Victory 
by 50,000 Under Proper Conditions— 
Roach Faction in the Nineteenth 
Ward Democratic Fight Gets an 
Injunction Against the Morris Crewd 
~—Decision in Justices’ Case. 


Chairman John M. Smyth of the Repub- 
lican County committee predicts 50,000 ma- 
jority for the Republican candidate for 
Mayor if the convention only nominates a 
man in whom the people will have confi- 
dence. At the committee meeting yesterday 
afternoon to name dates for the primaries 
,and convention he said: 

“The situation is growing brighter right 
along for Republican success. Divided be- 
tween Altgeld and Harrison, the Democrats 
are putting up their usual fortifications to 
have them knocked down. The City Hall 
crowd is organizing the 15,000 city employés 
into all kinds of leagues. They are being 
worked over and over again as so-called 
patriotic citizens simply for campaign bluff 
and bluster. Harrison is trying to make us 
believe that everybody else would favor 
making the traction companies a present of 
the streets of Chicago. His henchmen are 
using all their old, hypocritical pleas. 

** But the people do not know that the De- 
partment of Public Works is kept open. 
They pay their taxes, but are getting no. ben- 
efit. The streets are neither cleaned nor re- 
paired. Nobody knows what has been done 
with the money appropriated for street 
cleaning and repairing. ‘In the outlying dis- 
tricts not a street has been repaired or a 
sidewalk patched within the last six months, 
So the people, as they always do, will return 
to the Republican party, which they know 
will give them an honest, business-like ad- 
ministration. They know a Republican ad- 
ministration will never go behind the door 
to make deals with the telephone and street 
car corporations.

Convention Date Is Fixed. 


The chairman's talk aroused enthusiasm. 
It was decided that a call should be issued for 
the primaries which will elect delegates to 
the city, town, and Aldermanic conventions 
Monday, March 6, and the conventions one 
day later, Tuesday, March 7. The city con- 
vention is to be held at First Regiment 
Armory. In the meantime the Executive 
committee is to ascertain whether under 
the new revenue law it is necessary to 
nominate Township Aseessors. Perry A. 
Hull, John J. Healy, and Roy O. West were 
delegated to investigate the matter and then 
advise the committee. Mr. Healy said the 
Town of Lake View would need an Assessor 
to levy and make special assessments for 
the Lincoln Park board. 

Neither Congressman Lorimer nor Henry 
L. Hertz was at the meeting. Z. R. Car- 
ter acted as Mr. Lorimer’s proxy, but there 
was nothing in evidence which tended to 
indicate that he has been picked by the 
leaders as the candidate for Mayor. It was 
said no choice would be made until the or- 
ganizations had a chance to ascertain the 
sentiment in each ward and make report. 


War in Nineteenth Ward. 


Democratic factions in the Nineteenth 
Ward, led by Patrick Morris and James T. 
Roach, are carrying on a lively war. Alder- 
man Haberkorn’s seat in the Council is the 
prize they are fighting for. Both Morrisand 
Roach want the nomination. Some time ago 
each camp organized under the name of 
Carter H. Harrison club. Then the trouble 
which resulted yesterday in the Roach 
crowd applying for an injunction to stop 
the Morris faction using this name or col- 
lecting money for campaign purposes under 
it any longer began.

It had not, perhaps, occurred to the aver- 
age reader that Ruskin could properly be 
called a social reformer, but Mr. Hobson 
takes the ground that he “ will rank as the 
greatest social] teacher of his age, not mere- 
ly because he has told the largest number of 
important truths upon the largest variety of 
vital matters, in language of penetrative 
force, but because he has made the most 
powerful and the most felicitous attempt to 
grasp and to express, as a comprehensive 
whole, the needs of a human society and the 


In trying to mark Mr. Ruskin’s place in 
social reform it is important—the author 
warns us—to keep in mind his artistic tem- 
perament and training. For, though the 
energy and inspiration of his teaching were 
distinctively moral in character, the basis 
of his discontent with present conditions 
and the forms of his constructive policy are 
referable to the demands of an artistic 
nature.

CHURCH CLUB MEN MEET. 


ANNUAL EPISCOPAL CONFERENCE IS 
HELD IN CHICAGO. 


Delegates from Nine Organizations, 
Bishops McLaren and Dudley an? 
Other Clergymen Attend Session at 
Masonic Temple—Chaplains for the 
United States Army Are Discussed— 
John H. Peyton Urges Such Action to 
Save the Soldiers. 


The seventh annua) conference of the 
Church clubs of the United States was held 
in the Masonic Temple yesterday and was 
attended by delegates from nine clubs, 
Bishop McLaren, Bishop Dudley of Ken- 
tucky, and a number of the Episcopal clergy 
of Chicago. 

The movement to secure Episcopal chap- 
lains for the United States army was treat- 
ed in an address by John H. Peyton, Army 
Secretary of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
speaking on “ The Work of the Church in 
the Armies of the United States.”” The way 
was clear, he announced, for the sending of 
three clergymen to the army. Chicago is to 
bear the expense of one, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul of the second, and Kansas City and St. 
Louis the third. St. George’s Church of 
New York, he said, wil) send a lay worker to 
Manila. 

Mr. Peyton said that the soldiers are in- 
cHned naturally either toward the English 
or the Roman Church. 

Church’s Opportunity in Army. 

“The trained soldier may see that the 
hushwacker or guerrilla has his uses,”’ he 
said, ‘but he does not want to be classed 
with him or to receive instructions from 
him. The Roman branch of the church 
has recognized these conditions, but the 
Roman Church, corrupted and enfeebled, 
cannot appeal to an army of Anglo-Saxons 
with the power of the English Church. It 
is clear that the great army which we are 
bringing into existence can be made Catholic 
or it will become infidel and heathen. There 
is no middle ground.”’ 

B. Lawton Wiggins, Vice Chancellor of 
the University of the South, discussing 
Christian Education,” declared the separa- 
tion of religion and education in the ele- 
mentary schools to be a mistake, and Bishop 
McLaren spoke in favor of the small church 
college. 

The church clubs represented ait the con- 
ference are those of New York Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Minnesota, Portland, St. Louis, 
Connecticut, Delaware, and Rochester. The 
conference elected E. T. Warner of the Dela- 
ware club President of the conference and 
ogg E. Brown of the Chicago club secre- 
ary. 

In the evening a reception and dinner was 
given for the delegates by the Church club 
of Chicago at the Grand Pacific Hotel. One 
hundred churchmen werepresent. Arthur 
Ryerson presented the speaker of the even- 
ing, Bishop Dudley. He spoke briefly on re- 


MARQUISE DE PONTENOY'S 
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Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia, 
after having spent the Christmas and New 
Year holidays at Hongkong, are now about 
to pay a state visit to the court of Siam at 
Bangkok, and the Princess is tq,return to 
Germany in April, traveling across America 
and embarking at New York on one of the 
German liners for Hamburg or Bremen. 

She will be the first Princess of any reign- 
ing House of Europe to visit either the 
court of Siam or that of China, though noth- 
ing as yet has been decided about her stay 
at Peking. But it is understood she will 
pointedly abstain from any visit to the court 
of Japan, Emperor William as well as Prince 
Henry himself having greatly resented the 
response made by the Mikado to Prince 
Henry when he first arrived in the Orient, 
eighteen months ago. 

At that time Prince Henry intimated his 
intention of visiting the Mikado, but was 
requested not to do so, as the Japanese au- 
thorities were reluctant to undertake the 
responsibility for his personal safety. 

This was meant in perfectly good part. 
For they attribute much of the intense hos- 
tility of Russia towards everything Japa- 
nese to the unfortunate attempt which was 
made to assassinate the present Czar when 
he was in Japan, and they naturally are 
afraid of incurring the enmity of Germany 
in a similar manner. 

Princess Henry of Prussia will be the third 
woman of any of the reigning houses of 
Europe to visit the United States, the other 
two having been the Princess Eulalie of 
Spain, who was here at the time of the 
Columbian celebration, and the former Em- 
press of Brazil, who was a Princess of the 
sovereign house of Naples. The Empress 
made a prolonged tour in the United States 
with her husband at the time of the Phila- 
delphia exhibition. 

I do not think that either Princess Louise 
of Great Britain when her husband, Lord 
Lorne, was Governor General of Canada, or 
Empress Charlotte of Mexico, who besides 
being an Austrian Archduchess is a Belgian 
Princess, ever visited the United States, al- 
though they may possibly have passed 
through it in strict incognito. 

If Princess Henry visits the United States 
the same ceremonial will probably be fol- 
lowed as in the case of the Infanta Eulalie 


of Spain.

againet the telephone company, and the pur- 


pose of the members of the committee is to 
do away with them if possible. Corporation 


Counsel Thornton has held these slot in- 


struments illegal under the terms of the 
present ordinance, and on the strength of 


this opinion an order direating the taking 


out of the slot telephones was introduced in 


the Council and is now pending. 
The amendment fixing a maximum rate is 


the same as one clause in the Illinois com- 


pany’s ordinance, and the argument of the 
Aldermen is if a new company can afford 
to furnish telephones at that price an old 
‘established one can. ie 

The 10 per cent rate of compensation to the 
city is based on the last financial statement 
of the company, which declared a 12 per cent 
stock dividend after setting aside over $100,- 
000 as surplus. 

The toll lines inside the city limits are a 
relic of the time when Englewood and South 
Chicago were considered far distant points. 
The Aldermen declare all lines inside the 
city limits must come in on the same terms.

REVELL CASE IS SETTLED. 


Final Action Taken by Supreme Court 
on Subject of Lake Front 
Titles. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court this morning denied the 
petition for a rehearing in the case of 
Alexander H. Revell vs. The People. The 
original. opinion of the Supreme Court was 
handed down last December and Mr. Revell 
filed a petition for a rehearing. 

The effect of the denial of this petition 
is to affirm the opinion announced in De- 
cember, which affects thirty miles of front- 
age along Lake Michigan from Chicago to 
‘the Wisconsin State line. ‘ 

The Supreme Court has decided that own- 


ers of riparian rights frontage on lakes in 


this State have no right to artificially re- 
claim or make any lands by the building of 
piers, break waters, or by building in ad- 
jacent to the water’s edge. 

The only right a riparian owner has is to 
protect his shore line from erosion by the 
action of the waves by building any 
structure he may see fit on his own land 
no further than low water mark. 

Land hitherto made by artificial accretion 
produced by building break waters, bulk- 
heads, etc., it has been decided now does not 
belong to the riparian owner, but to the 
State, and the only right the riparian owner 
has to such land is the right of access to 
the water, right of view, passage to and 
from the water to his own land. The build- 
ing therefore of breakwaters into the lake 
hereafter will be unlawful and will be pre- 
vented.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


EFFORTS OF DIRECTORS TO BRING 
ABOUT SALE OF THE ALTON. 


Genera: Opinion That the Offer by the 
Syndicate Is an Excellent One—Mr. 
Blackstone’s Friends Say He Will 
Not Persistently Oppose a Majority 
of the Stockholders—Cheap Fares 
for Settlers — Soldiers’ Half-Rate 
Agreement Abrogated. 


Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
directors and others interested in the Chi- 
cago and Alton to secure consent to the pro- 
posed sale of the road to an Eastern syn- 
dicate. It is doubtful what the result will 
be unless Mr. Blackstone changes his mind, 
as many of the Eastern shareholders of the 
road rely entirely on his judgment. The 
general opinion here is that the offer made 
by the s;ndicate through President Mitchell 
of the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank is 
an excellent one. But for Mr. Blackstone’s 
opposition it is declared fully 90 per cent 
of the stockholders would avail themselves 
of the opportunity to sell their holdings on 
the terms offered. 

The syndicate which wants the road is 
composed of men interested in the Missouri 
Pacific, Missouri, Kansas and Texus, Union 
Pacific, and Baltimore and Ohio. Thesé roads 
would afford the Alton the much needed 
outlets East and West, and turn to it an 
amount of traffic which none of its competi- 
tors could possibly command. It is not the 
plan to dismember the Alton system. Its 
management is not to be materially changed 
and it is simply to be a sort of clearin,- 
house for the roads interested in its pur- 
chase. 

Even if a majority of the stockholders 
should deposit their stock with the trust 
company, it is doubtful whether the pro- 
posed arrangement can be perfected unless 
Mr. Blackstone can be induced to join the 
majority. Over one-third of the preferred 
stock is understood to be held by him indi- 
vidually. The opinion is expressed, how- 
ever, by some of Mr. Blackstone's friends 
that he will not stand in the way ofa sale 
when he finds that a majority of the stock- 
holders are accepting the syndicate offer. 


Business of the Alton. 


Officials of the Alton state the business of 
the road is slightly in excess of that for the 
same period last year. The annual report, 
which will be issued in a few days, it is said, 
will show nearly $400,000 decrease in gross 
and about $100,000 in net earnings. 

Settlers will be able on three dates this 
season to go from St. Paul to almost any 
point in Minnesota and the Dakotas for $5. 
This rate has been agreed on between Gen~ 
eral Passenger Agent Callaway of the 
“Soo” Line, General Passenger Agent 
Whitney of the Great Northern, and Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Fee of the Northern 
Pacific. Second-class one-way tickets to 
agreed points will be sold at the rate of $5 
on March 22 and 29 and April4. Connecting 
lines have been tendered these rates for bas- 
ing purposes and the Chicago-St. Paul lines 
probably will avail themselves of the offer 
mace by the Northern roads and sell home- 
seekyrs’ excursion tickets in connection 
with the low rates from St. Paul. 


Abrogate Rate Agreement. 

Notice was given yesterday by Commis- 
sioner Donald that the Central Passenger 
association lines have abrogated the agree- 
ment to accord half-rates to officers of the 
army and navy and members of their fam- 
ilies and enlisted men when traveling at their 
own expense. The ‘‘ Big Four,” it is stated, 
did not put the resolution in effect as agreed 
on by the association. It claims to have 
made contracts to bring soldiers back from 
the South at half fares. Other roads, com- 
petitors of the “ Big Four,’’ it is stated, 
will ignore the resolution and continue to 
carry the business named at half rates. 

The merging of the Texas and Pacific with 
the Missouri Pacific on the basis of two 
shares of Texas Pacific and 3 per cent Iron 
Mountain bond for Texas Pacific seconds 
is under consideration. 


Goes to Oregon Short Line. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., Feb. 9.—‘‘ Larry ’’ Mal- 
loy, for many years superintendent of the 


Wyoming division of the Union Pacific, but. 
who resigned shortly after the present com- 


pany took possession of the road, has been 
made superintendent of the Montana divi- 
sion of the Oregon Short Line, with head- 
quarters at Pocatello, Idaho. 


Case Settled Out of Court. 

New York, Feb. 9.—Private advices by tel- 
egraph received in this city today state that 
the suit brought by the State of Texas for 
the forfeiture of the charter of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railroad of Texas has 
been settled out of court.

The Fidelity and Casualty company’s monthly 
bulletin gives the following reasons why liability 
rates have been increased: 

** Because completed experience demonstrates to 
a mathematical certainty that the rates originally 
fixed were far too low on most classifications to 
carry the contracted indemnification. 

*** Because of economies introduced in many 
trades and businesses whereby the wages account, 
upon which premium is based, has been reduced 
without effecting in due proportion a lessening of 
the hazard of accident and resulting liability of the 
assured. An example of this sort of changed con- 
ditions is afforded in the modern methods of con- 
-struction of public buildings, bridges, etc. In 
manufactories, also, new machinery adapted to an 
increased handling of raw material, with less and 
possibly cheaper manual labor, has the same 
tendency. 

** Because there has been a growing disposition 
on the part of the courts and Legislatures to 
mocify the common law liability of the employer 
in the direction of holding him accountable for ac- 
cidents incident to the occupation of the employé. 

** Because it is a reasonable assumption (it may

CALLS AGUINALDO A TOOL. | 


BELGIAN CONSUL AT MANILA DIS- 
CUSSES THE INSURRECTION. 


Edward C. Andre, Who Was the Inter- 
mediary in the Surrender to Dewey, 


Is Here to Interest Capitalists in_ 


Railroad Construction in the Philip- 
pines—At the Admiral’s Request He 
Will Giwe President McKinley an 
Account of Conditions in Islands. 


Edward C. Andre, Belgian Consul at Ma- 
nfla for sixteen years, who was the inter- 
mediary in the negotiations relative to the 
surrender of Manila to the American forces, 
was at the Auditorium Annex yesterday. 
He is in this country on private business, 
but at Admiral Dewey’s request, and in re- 
sponse to an invitation from officials at 
Washington, he will proceed to the capital 
and give President McKinley the benefit of 
his general knowledge of the conditions in 
the Philippines. 

His business errand is to interest American 
capital in the construction of several rail- 
roads in the Island of Luzon for which he 
has secured concessions. He contemplates 
the construction of 1,200 miles of roads to 


be embraced in the lines emanating from: 


Manila and traversing the island in a north- 
erly direction through its center to Aparril, 
along the west coast to Ilocos, north to Al- 
bay, and south to Benguet. He estimates 
the several enterprises will require about 
$50,000,000; and he believes he will be able 
to secure the necessary sum. He said he 
could have secured the capital in Europe, 
but for various reasons he preferred, if pos- 
sible, to enlist American capital. He has re- 
ceived much encouragement, and intimated 
that Chicago capital probably would go 
into the project. He is engaged in the ex- 
port trade, and owns several hemp planta- 
tions. He expects to remain in this country 
about a month. 

When asked whether in his opinion the 
Filipinos were likely to offer serious and 
continued resistance to the American forces, 
he said: 

“IT think there will be more fighting, but 
not of a serious character, such as the re- 
cent battle about Manila. There will be no 
more great battles for the reason that the 
Filipinos how know only too well the futility 
of attempting to oppose the American forces 
on a large scale, and I do not look for any 
protracted struggle for the reason that the 
Filipinos with influence and wealth, who 
heretofore have remained largely in the 
background, will, now that the treaty has 
been ratified and America’s future position 
with reference to the islands indicated, and, 
I may also say, their ability as fighters con- 
clusively demonstrated, throw their influ- 
ence on the American side and induce their 
misled and ignorant countrymen to quit 
fighting. 

Clash Might Have Been Avoided. 

‘TI have no desire to discuss the political 
phases of the recent situation in the Philip- 
pines, as I think it would be improper for 
me to do so, but I think it may be said that 
the recent clash at Manila in all probability 
could have been avoided but for the apparent 
indecision of this country with reference to 
its future policy in the islands. This hada 
bad effect all around. It afforded the ir- 
reconcilables, represented by Aguinaldo, al- 
though he is but the tool of more glever men 
than he, an opportunity of working effective- 
ly among masses of the nations who are ig- 
norant and easily led by clever and design- 
ing men. They were led to believe the Amer- 
icans were altogether bad, and, moreover, 
possessed no courage and could easily be dis- 
posed of by the Filipinos. The apparent 
unwillingness of the Americans to fight and 
the undrilled condition and unsoldierlike ac- 
tions of some of the volunteers at the bat- 
tles at the time of the capture of Manila 
from the Spaniards strengthened this belief. 
Drilling, however, made the green volunteers 
great soldiers, and the natives now can en- 
tertain no doubts regarding their fighting 
qualities. 

Leaders of the Filipinos. me 
= ain the le of influence and w ; 
owing to the uncertainty of the policy of 
the latter, and this was a help to the 
Filipino leaders. These leaders are men of 
no standing in the islands. They went 
into the contest against the Americans be- 
cause of selfish reasons, and because they 
had nothing to lose and everything to gain 
in case they succeeded in their plans. No 
doubt they counted largely on the senti- 
ment in this. country which would oppose 
waging war against the Filipinos, and their 
belligerent attitude for some time and the 
precipitation of the recent battles were for 
the purpose, in my estimation, of seeking 
to make the people of this country believe 
American control of the islands would be 

the signal for a long and bitter war. 

“As matters stand now, the Filipinos 
are utterly incapable of carrying on a gov- 
ernment of their own. The altempt’ to do 
so would be the beginning of a series of 
revolutions and struggles which would put 
in the shade the experiences of the South 
American republics. The Filipinos are 
naturally bright, shrewd people, but Malays, 
subject for ages to Spanish colonial teach- 
ings are not to be made ideal citizens right 


away. 

““T believe the Spaniards will not offer any 
factious opposition to American control. 
Of course, they grieve at the downfall of 
Spanish power, but they understand that 


American control means a stable, orderly 


condition of affairs, under which business 
will flourish, and that is what they want. 

“T am persuaded, too, that the Spanish 
priests and monks will not oppose the 
Americans. They understand that such a 
course would be futile and would in the end 
react to their disadvantage, and they are 
going to try to make the best of the con- 
ditions which they know they will have to 
meet.. I was told this much by the Arch- 
bishop of Maniia. 

“As to the islands themselves, I do not 
have the slightest doubt that under Ameri- 
can control they can be made more than 
self-sustaining. This has been the case 
under Spanish control, and under the more 
beneficent conditions which will obtain 
under American control they are certain 
to become more prosperous and be a source 

f great wealth.” 

% J. Samson, an Englishman, who has been 
a resident merchant and tea dealer in 
Shanghai, China, a number of years, passed 
through Chicago en route to New York, in 
company with Consul Andre, who has been 
his traveling companion since they left 
Hongkong. Mr. Samson believes that China 
and the Philippinies will be the future great 
markets for this country, and fs convinced 
that the Pacific coast will derive the great- 
est fits from the development of Ameri- 
in these new markets.

A suit to foreclose a trust deed for $6,000, 
in which ex-Governor John P. Altgeld is 
made one of the principal defendants, was 
commenced in the Circuit Court yesterday. 
The property at issue is the brick residence 
building and realty at 364 La Salle avenue. 
The plaintiff is Caroline Lathrop Gilbert, 
wife of Fitch Gilbert of Eau Claire, Wis., 
and the first defendant is Robert E. Mc- 
Cabe. McCabe purchased the property of 
the plaintiff and gave as payment a promis- 
sory note for $6,000, which John P. Altgeld 
indorsed and agreed to become security for 
its paymert.

WARNING FROM CANNON. 


ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN ON DANGERS 
OF EXTRAVAGANCE. | 


He Points Out a Large Deficiency in 
Revenues and Says Bonds Will 
Have to Be Issued if the Nation Un- 
dertakes to Build Nicaraguan Canal 
at This Time—Ship Subsidy Must 
Also Be Deferred—Debate in Both 
Houses, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Chairman 
Cannon of the Appropriations committee of 
the House, in the course of the general de- 
bate on the sundry civil bill today sounded 
a note of warning against extravagant ap- 
propriations and practically served notice 
that neither the ship subsidy bill nor the 
Nicaragua canal bill could be passed at this 
session. 

Although he specifically disclaimed speak- 


ing for any one but himself, the statements - 


he made, coming from the chairman of the 
Appropriations committee, caused great in- 
terest. Mr. Cannon made a general state- 
ment of the revenues and expenditures for 
the present fiscal yedr, increasing Secretary 
Gage’s estimate of the deficiency in the rev- 
enues from $112,000,000 to $159,000,000, ex- 


: clusive of the $20,000,000 to be paid to Spain. 


Hanna-Payne Subsidy Bill. 

“Did You take into account in your esti- 
mate,”’ interrupted Mr. Dockery [Dem., 
Mo,], the Hanna-Payne subsidy bill?’ 

Mr. Cannon replied that he did not include 

in his calculation of a deficiency of $159,000,- 
000 either the legislation for an efficient mer- 
chant marine or the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal. He favored the regenera- 
tion of the merchant marine [Republican ap- 
plause] and the construction of the Nica- 
ragua Canal. [Republican applause.] 
“ But,”’ he added, with great emphasis, “I 
“am not willing to enter upon either of these 
great enterprises until we have given them 
full and proper consideration ‘and have 
provided the revenue to meet these expendi- 
tures. I insist that there shall go hand in 
hand with legislation for these projects the 
legislation necessary to provide the revenue 
to meet their cost.’’ 

* Does the gentleman mean,” interposed 
Mr. Carmack [Dem., Tenn.], ‘“‘ that owing 
to the responsibilities we have assumed 
abroad we must spend less money at home?” 

Mr. Cannon replied that nothing he had 

-gaid could be distorted into such a state- 

But he gave it as his opinion that 
the United States would never again spend 

. Jess than was spent'in the year prior to the 
war with Spain. | 

Mr. Grosvenor [{Rep., O.] wanted to know 
whether Mr. Cannon assumed that one of 
the great committees of the House (the In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce committee) 
had been idle or derelict in its duty. 

Mr. Cannon insisted that nothing he had 
said refiected on that committee. Butit was 
simply an organ of the House. He was not 
charging it with dereliction, but if it could 
multiply itself tenfold in strength and wis- 
dom there was not time in the next three 
weeks to place itself in touch with the mem- 
bers so that the House could intelligently 
determine the legislation necessary for the 
inauguration of that great work. 
~ William Alden Smith [Rep., Mich.], with 
some display of heat, insisted that the canal 
should be constructed even if posterity had 
to be mortgaged to do so. 


Question as to Bonds. 
**™In view of the deficiencies in the revenue 


which the gentleman pointed out,’ inter- 


posed Mr. Lewis [Dem., Wash.], “‘ does he 
anticipate an early issue of bonds?’’ 

“We can support the navy, army, and 
perform our duties here and in our outlying 
possessions out of the present revenues this 
year and next,”’ replied Mr. Cannon frankly, 
* but if we are to accomplish that we must 
see to it that no great appropriations go 
through in the immediate future. If you 
take on great blocks of expenditures you 
must issue bonds.’’ 

“Can there be a reduction in the war 
taxes?’ asked Mr. Sims [Dem., Tenn.]. 

** Not during the next two years.”’ 

A bill to amend the war revenue act was 
passed providing that when a bond or note 
was secured by a mortgage but one stamp 
should be affixed of the higher rate due on 
either instrument. A bill was passed to 
grant to the Fort Smith and Western r-il- 
road company a right of way through the 
Choctaw and Cherokee Indiana reservations. 


Canal Bill as a Rider. 
Chairman Hepburn of the House Com- 
merce committee says he knows nothing of 
the reported plan to add the Hepburn Nica- 
ragua bill as a rider to the river and harbor 


bill. 
Chairman Burton of the River and Harbor 


@ommittee says: 


“‘On first glance I do not like the sugges- 
tion of a rider on the river and harbor bill, 
and do not think the committee would ap- 
prove it. We framed a strictly river and 
harbor bill with great care, and it seems as 
though this should be handled on its merits 
and without complications of such a remote 
character.” 


Criticism of Supervising Architect. 


Throughout its open session today the Sen- 
ate had under consideration the legislative, 
‘executive, and judicial appropriation bill, 

A lively debate was precipitated over the 
appropriation for the support of the office of 
the supervising architect of the Treasury, 
and that official was criticised for the delay 


in the construction of public buildings 


throughout the United States. , 
A speech made by Mr. Allen [Neb.], in 
which he commented unfavorably on the 
methods of the Appropriations committee, 
induced a rejoinder from Mr. Chandler [(N. 
H.}, which resulted in a sharp tilt between 
the two Senators. . 

Mr. Gallinger [N. H.] pointed out in this 
connection that the Treasury department 
Was now authorized to invite-competition 
of private architects in the construction of 
public buildings. 

“We have a bureau, and an expensive 
bureau,” said he, “yet we are dawdling 
along with the public buildings of the coun- 
try in a shameful manner.”’ 

He told of one of the most distinguished 
architects in the country who came to 
Washington to take the civil service exami- 
nation for supervising architect. He did 
not pass the examination. ‘“ Yet,”’ said Mr. 
Gallinger, ‘‘ after we have secured such an 
architect as now occupies the office we pro-

We have already seen that street car 
service for the transportation of passengers 
is but an improved method of utilizing the 
streets for the purpose for which they were 
always designed. It is also true that were 
this not so the city could not permit the 
tracks or cars, because to do so would be to 
divert the streets from their purpose and 
design in violation of law. 

Keeping this purpose clearly in mind, it 
is plain that the rights of those who ride 
in. street cars hold the first place, so far 
as public interests are involved. The city 
must so provide that the street cars shall 
be well ventilated, warmed in winter, clean, 
and sanitary. They must be roomy, suf- 
ficient in number to meet the needs of traf- 
fic, and run with due regard to public con- 
venience and safety. The rate of fare must | 
be reasonable, and an adequate system of | 
transfers must be secured. 

Those who own property abutting on the 
streets where a car line is proposed have 
a peculiar and direct interest in such use of 
the street. This imterest is protected by 
law and no such line can he located with- 
out their consent. This has been provided 
because it was thought such owners would 
be the best guardians of the public. This 
has not always proved to be the case. 
Generally speaking, a street railroad is a 
benefit on a retail business street and a detri- 
ment to the property along a strictly resi- 
dence or wholesale street. But we find thaw 
owners of residence property will quite 
cheerfully sacrifice the interests of adjoin- 
ing property if they are paid a personal 
consideration for their consent; and that 
those who own property on retail business 
streets will exact all they can for their 
consent, although the street railroad would 
benefit them as well as their neighbors 
and their demands thus savor somewhat 
strongly of blackmail and extortion. 
Human nature cannot be all made over 
again, but it is well enough to recognize 
how it acts where self-interest is involved; 
for these principles are as well established 
and almost as uniform in their operation 
as the laws of gravitation. 

The employés constitute a numerous and 
important class. Their work should be 
made safe and comfortable, their hours of 
labor should not be too long, and their 
wages should be high enough for adequate 
payment for the services rendered by them. 
Those who work for street car com- 
panies have just as much human nature 
in them, however, as anybody else, and it is 
just as contrary to all right thinking and 
right dealing to suppose that they would 
justly decide questions in which they are 
personally interested as to suppose that 
this would besafeinany othercase. Every- 
body recognizes at once how true it is that 
no one should decide in his own dispute 
unless he chances to be one of the dis- 
putants. 

People live in cities to obtain the benefits 
which flow from such residence. City gov- 
ernment is much more expensive than that 
of smaller communities. This expense must 
be paid from some source. If it were not 
paid the government would collapse and 
of the city residence would 
disappear to be followed shortly by the 
city itself. Those benefits are shared by 
every resident. How shall the expenses be 
shared and borne? 

It is not true to suppose that a person 
who has no property and therefore pays 


tent toward the payment of governmental 
expense. Every person who earns the liv- 
ing for a family, or even for himself, has 
to help pay. Rent, wages, commodities 
always bear their part. But many go 
further and argue in favor of license fees 
to be imposed on certain trades or kinds 
of business as a means of raising revenue. 
Some maintain that a direct tax of mod- 
erate amount ought to be imposed on each 
resident who is engaged in any kind of 
business in the city. These questions I do 
not attempt to decide. 

All such persons, however, are in favor 
of giving the city a large and direct revenue 
out of the income of the street railroads: 
and they earnestly oppose any sweeping 
reductions of fare which would disable the 
companies from paying largely to the city 
for their street privileges. They urge the 
great and increasing needs of the city and 
claim that property is alread'y overburdened 
with taxation and they demand from what 
other available source can those needs be 
met. No matter which plan is thought 
best in regard to revenue, the,city is evi- 
dently much concerned in all street rail- 
road maiters, for it has the control of the 
streets upon which they must be built and 
operated. 

The constitution of Illinois provides that 
no street railroad can be located without 
the consent of the local authorities; and 
the statute provides that such consent may 
be given on such terms and conditions as 
the city authorities deem to be for the best 
interests of the public, not inconsistent 
with the law. The city must provide for 
sidewalks and for grading, curbing, pav- 
ing, lighting, and cleaning of improved 
streets upon which street cars usually run. 
The terms and conditions which may prop- 
erly be inserted in the ordinance may re- 
late to those parts of the street which are 
covered by the tracks of the street rail- 
road, and also to the portion of the pave- | 
ment upon which a greater burden of traf- 
fic is thrown by the more or less exclusive 
occupancy of the center of the street by 
the street railroad 

Street cl ng is done by the 
city and expense is paid out of the gen- 
eral revenues. Paving and repaving are 
paid by special assessments levied upon the 
property fronting or abutting upon the 
street. Ordinarily, repairs of paving are 
paid for by thecity. The justice of requir- 
ing the property-owners to pay the entire 
expense of paving and grading a street with 
no assessment against the city is open to 
serious question, which becomes much 
graver when the original pavement has been 
worn out by the public and the street must 
be repaved. 

Without going deeper into this phase of 
the matter, it is clear that the street car 
company may properly be required to pave 
some part or all of the street along which 
its tracks are laid and to keep such pave- 
ments in repair. It would seem to be 
equally clear that the company might do 
the cleaning of such streets. The reasons 
are plain. The company has the power 
just where it is wanted to gather and carry 
away the filth which accumulates on the 
street. By the use of the right machinery 
and vehicles, one operation would do the 
whole work, and it would cost only a small 
part of what is paid for the miserably bad 
and wasteful methods now employed. Even 
if something had to be paid by the city 
to the company, this might be a great im- 
provement alike in service and economy. 

The end to be reached by a city in its 
attempt to supply its inhabitants with pub- 
lic utilities is, or should be, to give the best 
service at the least cost. This is demanded 
by true business principles, and a city is 
largely a great business corporation con- 
ducted on the cotperative plan where each 
must do his part or all must suffer. 

Some of these utilities, like street rail- 
roads, have generally been built, equipped, 
and operated by private capftal. This has 
been done under the terms and conditions 
imposed by city ordinances which have been 
passed pursuant to general laws or statutes 
of the State. The bargains contained in such 
ordinances are not an exercise of legisla- 
tive power by the City Council, but they 
refer to the power of the city to make con- 
tracts with private parties and thus in- 
directly to procure for the citizens what 
the city, at least for the time being, does 
not directly provide. 

This proposition that such an ordinance 
when accepted and acted on by the com- 
pany becomes a cortract has not always 

without question; but I think ft is 
clear on principle, and in Illinois and the 
United States Supreme Court it seems to 
be well settled. 

Evidently, the first thing to which the 
capital is entitled which is invested in a 
street railroad is protection, and that the 
bargain it has made with the city shall 
be kept. It will be found to be generally 
true that capital in the hands of ite owners, 
or controlled by them, is conservative to 
the point of timidity, and that what it 
seeks is security and the certainty of 
prompt, regular payment of moderate re- 
turns. This does not apply to capital 
wielded by speculators, but which belongs 
to others. Such adventurers often play to 
“double or quit,” knowing that the great 
gain will be their own if they win, while 
the owners must bear the loss if one is suf- 
fered. 

Protection implies a monopoly of the 
service in the district granted and this is 
distinctly in the line of good and cheap 
service for the public. Had the city pro- 
vided the service direttly it would have 
maintained this monopoly as a mere matter
